Jn. Jnry God is known, &c. Pſal. 76. He was known in- 
deed in that Land by the multitude of bis Mercies , but af- 
terwards by the ſeverity of bis Fudgments 4 That race of 
;people , - partly bitatiſe they were not to-laVonrers at the 
building of that Mount of bumane pride the T oner of Ba- 
bel, were, for many ages, the obje&ts of his favour; till they 
made themſelves afterards the ſubjes of his fury: And 
as the Phyloſopher tels s Corruptio optimieR peſſima, 
or, 4s we. find that the ſweeteſt Wines become the tarteſt Vis 
negar 5.0 thoſe heaveaty mdnlgences/rurn'd ro beavy in» 
dignations, thoſe g/ver ſhowers of extraerdinary bene= 
dittions became-black Rtorms of vengeance.

The firſt, which # the- greateſt, are cal» 
lid the Talmudilts, i» regard that befdes the Holy Scrip- 
tares, they hold, the Talmud for authentical, a bock com- 
| poſed by their Rabbines.. The ſecond ſet of Jews , receive 
only the Scriptures, The rblrd,abich is called the Samar i- 
tan, and whereof there are but very few at this day, admit 
' only of. the Pentateuch-z viz. the five books of Moſes, - for 
anthentich Scripture. © 
As, according to my former obſervation, this Nation 
grown cowardly, & cunning, even to 4 proverb, which muſt 
be impuced to their variou thraldoms, contempt » and po- 
verty (which though it uſe to daſtardize, and depreſs the 
courage, yet it whets the wit ; ) ſo beſides theſe qualities » 
they are commonly leight, and giddy-headed, auch ſym- 
balizing in bumour with ſome of the eApocalyptical zelots 
of theſe times, and bold expounders of Daniel, mich. the 
other Prophetss mbereby they uſe to ſooth,or rather fool them « 
ſelves into ſome egregion fanatical ' dotage , mbich never- 
theleſs paſſeth among theme for an Illumination. 
The firſt Chriſtian Prince that expelled the Jews out of 
bis Territories, mas that beroick, King,our Edward the firſt, 
who was ſuch a ſore ſcourge alſo to \ the. Scots ; and it is 
thought divers families of thoſe baniſhed Jews fled then to 
Scotland, where they bave propapated fance in great num- 
bers ;- witneſs the averſion that Nation bath above athers to 
bogsefleſh. Nor was this their extermination for their Ree 
gon, but for their notorious Crimes 5-445 poyſoning of welix, 
conn:erſeiting of, coins , falſifying af ſeaic ; and erucifying 
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of Criſtian children, with other villenits, This. bapned in 
the year 1391. eAnd ſixteen years aftery, France follwed

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what were born during the time of Polipus tobe 
ccireumciſ:d, for by the means of his inhibition, 
they were nncireumciſed. Thus being eſtabliſhed, 
he fate pon the' Throne of the Kingdom , and 
dove the Greeks out of the-Land of Tſrael.' His 
Kingdom endured one year, which' was'the 2:23, 
year from the-building of the ſecond Houſe. After - 
this he fell fick, and like to die, charged hig ſons 
to keep the obſervations of the Lord, and to walk 
in his'ways: alſo 'to play the'men aguaſt "the 
Grecians, for the Religion of the Lord. Then 
drought he fortn Fudasa tall mary and 2 hardy, and . 

lacing him-in the Hafifuutry, rook*a Horri of oit, 
Hh poured'it®wpert his head, whereat the 7ſraelires 
clepped their hmds, and gave 2 great ſhout, ſay-= 
ing, God ſave the King, God ſave the King, ''- ** 
-'Soon after, Fudas gathered an Arm of Iſrael 
and made an expedition againft the Remnanr-of 
the Greeks thir ere left in the Holds of Haz; 
arid whatſoever he took in hand,God gave it good 
ſucceſs, Notwithſtanding, Antischus ſent 'ag2inſt 
him a Puiſlant Army, ander-the leading of vhs 

Caprain Pelonins, 2g2inft whom Fadas ſo' watre: 
that the Grecians went to wrack, for he eſpyed His 
time when they were deſtitute of viftuals, & ſp2e- 
po ſet upon ther, beat them down handſmooth, 
and approached to Captain Pelonius ; fl2w the va- 
lanteſt about him,yea,and him alſo. When Anti- 
«bus heard this, he was 1n a great rage : wherefore 
he choſe ot a moſt valiant Captain, called Lyfas, 
and ſent him againſt Feraſalem, with 1000, Horſe- 
men,and Footmen withoat number. Fdas having 
| know- 
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knowledge thereof, commanded a Faſt throughe 
out all 1{rael forthree days, and afterwards: taok 
Muſter of all his Army,and made over them Cap» 
tains of thouſands, hundreds, fifties, and tens. 
Theſe ſaid to their ſouldiers, Whoſcever « afraid, 
&c. Whereupon many of the people returned 
home, yetthere, remained 7590, of ſuch courage 
all, that one would not have run away fora huny 
dred. Lys divided his Hoalt into three parts, 
committing them unco three Captains, Nigevery 
Bagrs, and Ptolomy : Bat after the {/raelites had 
once given a great ſhout, the Lord beat down the 
Greeks, ſo that the /ſraelites deſtroyed nine thou 
{and of their.enemies, & ſpoiled the whole Hoafh, 
and they that remained alive, - tppk themſelves tg 
fight. The next day King Judas kept his SaÞx 
' - bath, together ith all rag! in the Temple, for 
the battel was up9n. the fixth day, The morgoy 
after, the Iſraelites returned to the ſpail of thoſe 
that were killed,, and after. to purſue othet, that 
were not able to reſiſt ; but they-found:;none, for 
they were fied into Aſtarath Karnaum. __ 
- During the time of theſe Wars, Antiochurinvay 
deg the Land of Perſia, for they had moved War 
againſt himzand done injury, wherefore he ſought 
282inft him : but having the overthrow at theix 
hands, he returned to 4ntichjs with great ſhame, 
. where alſo-he found his Armies with another diſ- 
honour and foil, Wherewith he was in ſuch rage, 
that he gathered. together all the valianteſt and 
beſt Warriours in all Grecia,yea all that were able 
eo bear weapons, ſwearing he would. bring with 
"i | him 
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him ſuch an Army,that all the ground about Ferg- 
ſalem ſhould not {uffce them to ſtand upon, whom 
he would have with him, even for his footmen on- 
ly : And he ſet forward his Horſemen,with norſes 
and wagons laden with all manner of munition 


for the Wars as Bows, Shields, Targets, Swſhrds, 
and'Spears, Breſtplates, and Morions , Weitdes a 
oreat number of Elephants, and ſuch, thap twelve 


valiant men might fight upon one Elepignc,”- the 
Elephants being tochema as a fortreſs. Bit King 

Fadas taking heart to him, put his truſt in his God, 
and: joyned battel with him. At length when' he 

with' the power of Iſrael approached tothe 'Ele+ 

phants, they flew them down right, ſo that the Ee» 

lephants roared, the Horſes and all the beaſts that 
drew the baggage and furniture, were very ſore 

afraid. King Antiocuns alſo, being mounted npon 

his: Mare, andnorable to fit herin her flight, was 

thrown down. His ſervants therefore finding him; 
took him up, & bare him a while upon their ſhoul+ 

ders, and (being a-corpulent and groſs man) they 

were not able to carry him furthex, bar caſt him 

down in the way. The Lord had'plagued him 
alſo and his whole Hoſt before with-a dry ſcab, or 
rotten mattier,& with other moſthorrible diſea- 
ſes:therefore as he ſaw all theſe things, he confef- 
ſed it to be the hand of God. Whereupon he made 

a yow,that if he eſcap*d,he would circumiciſe him- 

ſelf, with all his ſouldjers, & would convert them 

;to the worſhipping of the God of 1ſrael 3dut God 
heard him not. He fled therefore a foot as well 

as he might, and dyed by the way, through his 

2rieVous 
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erievous and fore diſeaſes, and Opiter. his So" 
reigned in his Read. King Fudas with all Iſrael, 
returned with great joy to the houſe of the Lord, 
offered facrifice : and as they had laid wood upon 
\ the Altar, and the ſacrifice upon that, they called 
unto'the Lord, lovingly to accept their ſacrifice, 
and in the mean ſpacesfire came forth of the Altar 
by its ewn accord,conſuming the ſacrifice and rhe 
' wood, the like never chanced' unto them to this 
day. This-miracle was wronght the 25.day of the 
Moneth Elal;or Anguft. 77 

The King made an expedition alſo into Arabia, 
to war upon the people-thereof,and made of them 
a great ſlaughter, brought them into ſubjeRion, 
and made them tributaries, In his return he ſet 
upon 2 great Ciry of the Greeks, wan it,and razed 
It; After that, he made a'road into Greece ten 
days journey, where came againſt him with a 
mghty Army the chief man in King Opiter:Realm, 
next his perſon : but J«das diſcomfited him and 
al/his people: : From whence he went to the City 
Sypolu, that was 'under the Romans, where icame 
forth to'meerhim Godolias with a” royal 'Preſgnt , 
informing him that they had ever born the 1ſrae- 
lizesgood will; were theirrieighdours, and ſhewed 
chem pleaſures, The Kirg examined the: matter, ' 
and found'their words true : ' ſo receiving their 
Preſents, departed thence. 

After this) Gorgorius a Captain of the Romans 
moved War with Judas, bur Fadas truck a battel 
with him, and deſtroyed ais whole Army, ſo that 
fone eſcaped. 

| Opiter 
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Opiter Son of Antiochns,hearing what ats Fudas 
 didinall Countrys round about : he muſtred all 
his peoplezlevyed a puiſlant Army, wherewith he 
came and befieged Berbar. Then cryed Judas and 
all Tſrael to ther God with faſting and lacrifices. 
The night afrer,/zdas divided his men into certain 
bands, commanding them to give.the Grecians a 
Camiſado, and toenter their Camp whiles it was 
dark : which they did, and flew very many of 
the beſt of the Grecians, about .4000. preparing 
nevertheleſs for the Field againſt the morrow , 
where alſo the 1ſraelites did beat down many of 
the Greeks. In that Battel was ſlain Eleazer Son 
of Mattathias the Kings brother. For when he 
eſpyed one with a golden ſword. upon the Ele- 
phant,be thought him to be King Opicer, who had 
20, Elephants in his Army z therefore he. took 
heart to him, and beat down the ſouldiers of the 
Greeks on bottr ſides were they never ſo ſtrong, 
till he came to the Elephant. And becauſe. the 
Elephant was ſo high that he could not reach 
them that ſate ppon him, he thruſt his ſword into 
the belly of the beaft, to overthrow the King, 
whereat the Elephant ſhrunk together and fell n 
on Eleazer, that he dyed there, for whoſe ſake all 
Iſrael mourned,and made great lamentatiqn. 

But Opiter hearing this, ſtraightway made ſuite 
ro King «das for peace, and a League to be made 
between them, which after Judas had conſented 
unco,he returned home into. Greece again, and by 
the way fell into the hands of his enemies that 
llew him, 

Afrer 
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After him ſucceeded Demerrins,his enemy,who 


was the cauſe of his death. There were at that 
time,certain Evil diſpoſed perſons of the Fexs,thar 
feryed the King of the Grecians in his Wars,name- 
ly; one Alkimw who went to the King of the 
Greeks at that time lying at Anticchia, and tirred 
him to move War upon 1ſrae/,and King Fadas, By 
whoſe ſuggeſtion Demetrius ſent againſt Judas a 
Captain called Nicanor, with a ſtrong Army. He 
now coming to FJeraſalem, let Jadas underſtand 
that he bare him good will, and was defirous to 
make peace, and toencer into a League with him. 


Therefore as Jude came forth accompanied with 


his brethren the Sons of Chaſmoname, Nicanor met 
him in'the way, imbraced him, and kifſed him : 


after that,led him to his pavillion, and ſet him up- 


on his pavillion, and fer him upon his ſeat of Ho- 


nour.' King J«das alſo after he returned from the | 


Camp,made unto Nicance a great feaſt,calling him 
and his Noble'men with him intoFeruſtlem, where 


' ate and drank at the Kings Table, King 


h 
Fudas was yet unmarried, wherefore Nicanor mo- 


ved him to take a Wife, that he might have iſſue , 
and- not {oſe his ſuccefſion, whoſe counſel Fudas 


allowed. As WES 29 
This denegthe lewd pickthank Mkimus decla- 
"red to King Demetrius the League that Nicanor 


had made with King Fudas : whereat Demerrixs be=

ing wroth, writunto Nicanorthat he had intelli- 


gence of his traiterous practiſes. Nicancr was in 


Jeruſalem when this Letter was delivered him. 
When Fa4as heard of the contents'of the Letter, 


he 
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he fled out of Jeryſalew into Seamaria, where he 
ſounded a Trumpet, and gathered Iſrael toge- 
ther. 

. Nicanor upon theſe letters entred the Houſe of | 
the Lord to ſeek Fudas, but he found him not. 
Then he examined the Prieſts, who ſware they 
knew not what was become of him. 

After he had:now ſought him in every corner 
throughout Fersſalem, and could nor find him, 'in 
a fume he ſware he would beat down the Temple: 
and gathering together all his Hoſt, He made ſpeed 
againſt Fudas. 

When he heard of Nicanors coming, he ifſued ont” 
of Samaria to meet him and after they had joyn- 
ed battel, Judas flew of the Greeks to the num<- 
ber of eighteen thouſand Horſemenztook Nicanor 
alive,and was intended to kill him, Bat Nicanor 
beſought pardon of him, alledging that the King 
knew well enough, that he began'not this battel 
with his good will, but left he ſhould tranſgreſs 
theCommandmentofthe King his Maſter. Where- 
fore (ſaith he) I humbly beſeech your Majeſty 
not to; kill me, andI will ſwear unto you, that I. 
will never Bear Arms againſt you, nor annoy you 
any more. 

| Upon this the K'ng made a League with him, 
and difmifſed him, So he returned to the King his 
Mafter with ſhame enough. Afﬀter this Demerrius 
died,and Lyj4 his ſon rezgned-in his Read; yet the 
wicked men ceaſed not, but moved again King 
Lia to make a voyage in his own perſon; with a 
puſlant Army againk [#445 : but haying the over- 

throw , 


throw of King Fudas;he fled unto A/dotam, till he. 


had ftrongly repaired again his Army. Then came 
he the ſecond time upon Fadas, in which conflict 
the Iſraelites were pur to flight. King [udas not- 


withſtandingþfled neither one way nor other; but 


called to-his men, and exhorted them to return 
and ſtick to him, yet chey would not obey him. 

So he abode alone wath his drawn'ſword in his 
hand, unto whom none of his enemies durſt ap- 
proach nigh, but with chariots and horſemen they 
envitoned him,and Archers ſhot at him, wounding: 
him ſore,cill he fell down dead upon the ground, 
and they.that were about lum were taken alive. 
The time that he reigned over [/rael was fix years. 
Many of the Greeks Captains were ſlain alſo irs 
that battel, and the King himſelf ſo wounded, that 
he was fain to ger him into his Country to be . cu 
red of his woands: After he” had recovered his 
health, he returned again, came to /eruſalewm, and: 
roall the Cities of ſrael, with the power of the 
Greeks,wherewith he ſo affiedthem at that time 
for the ſpace of four Monerhs after the death of 
Indas, that the like tribulation was never ſeen in 
Iſrael. Tn the mean ſeaſon, the 1/+aclites reforted 


to lonathas the Son of Mattathias, and made hin 


King in uda's ſtead, and were fworn unto hith, 


This /onathas. fought divers great- battels againſt” 
the Greekszhaving the a1d oi one Samus of the" 
kindred of Alexander the firſt, who had made a+ ! 


League with [gnathas, and took his part againſt 


- Kitg of the Grecjans, flew Jonathas by a train.

Grecia,walted and ſpoiled it ſore,till at length,the. 
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His reign over 1ſrael was fix years. 
Then was Simeon his brother King in his ſtead'z 


againſt him Axztiochas the ſecond, King of the 
Grecians came to war; but Simeon. met him- and 


laid firſt an ambuſh to entrap the Greeks, and 


then vrdered his battel in array againſt Antiochass 
After that, he with his whole Hoſt made a faces 
faining as they fled, and retired, till chey percei- 
ved Antiochis, wha purſued themy to be within 
their danger, then the ambuſh brake forth upon 
the Greeks, made a verygreat ſlaughter. After 
this, Simeon returned to Feraſalew with great 
Joy. h | | 

Then ſent Prolomee King of Eg» an Embaf- 
ſage to Simeon King of ſrl, offering him his 
daughcer in marriage. To this requeſt when King 


; Simeon had conſented, Prolomee came to Feruſalem, 


where was made him a great Fealt,and they. were. 
allyed together, . Waereupon Antiochus King of 
the Grecians writ to Ptolomee King of Egypt; pris 
vily to murther Simeon King of Iſrael: W om Pto- 


. lomeedurlt not but ovey, for at that time the King 


of Egypt was in ſubjeRion to the Greeks, There- 
fore when Simeon came into Egypt to fee his father 


in law Prolomee, he was received with great feaſt- 


ing; but in the ſame time he had poiſon given;thac 
he dyed, thereof. Beſides this alſo, bis Son which 
came with him,” Prolomee calt into priſon; Theſe 
things juſtly chanced unto Simon, for that he had- 
tranſgreſſed the word of the Lord; that forbadall . 
alliance with the Gentiles. The time that he reign- 
ed over 1ſrael, was eighteen years. ,

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Then Tobn his ſon reigued in his ftead, who was: 


Called! Hircanus m the Greek Tongue, The ſame 
Protumy Kug of Egypt invaded [/rael with all the 
power thathz cont'd make. But [ob the Son of 
Simeon met him, and'thz Lord overthrew Prolomy 
with his-whole Hoſtzthat they were fla of the //- 
raelitess and purſzed to the City 'Dagon', about 
whica time the 7ſraelites made trenches, and be= 
neged it--|Now within the Town they had the mo= 
ther of King Hircanws, whom Prolomy cauſed to be 
ſernpon the walls, and'to be ſcorrged with whips 
;nthefight of her $on. When Hircanas ſaw the 
great affliction of his mother,he would have raiſed 
h:1$f1zgez and departed from Prolemy.

e1in{t this City, for 1? is in great diftreſs, and re- 
venge me, thy father and brother murthered by 
Prolomy,” The King followed her adviſe, and man- 
fully raifed a Monnry from the which he battered 
the walls with Engines of Iron like Charzots, till 
they began to ſhake, Wuverefore many of the ſoul- 
diets of the Town fled,and their companies began 
ro lhat:er, P:olomy ſeeing this, commanded to af- 
fli&.nis mother yet more, and to increaſe her 
{conr9ings,unt:] the entrails of Hircanus was mo- 
ved,that he cold not abide longer to fee his mo- 
cher. ſo cruellyhandied;but leave the fiege,and ler 


_ » Piolomzy eſcape : who nevertheleſs killed his mo=- 


ther, andMAMed into Egypr. 
In the fourtlyear of King Hircanys reigns Pius

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King of Greece came and beſieged Feraſalens 
with a great power and ſtrength, whom Hircanxs 
was not able to meet and encounter withal in the 
field, but ſuffered himſelf to be, cloſed up in the 


| City. The King of the Gretzans therefore raiſed 


great towers againſt the City,apart from the wall, 
digeed a trench,and caſt up a .mount. Then plan- 
ted they their Engins named Rams againft the 
g1tes,ſ0 that the City was hard befieged : for they 
beat down one of the Turrets that ſtood upon the 
wall, whereat all 7/rael was afraid, and agreed to- 
oether to iflue our, and skirmiſh with them, what- 
ſoever ſhould come thereon,life or death. Which 
although Hjrcanns liked not, yet they did ſo, and 
flew many of their enemies and put them alſo to 
flight that they were conſtrained to encamp them= 
ſelves further off from Jeruſalem, Then the 1/- 
raelites came to the towers that the Greeks had 
buildedzand razed them to the ground. Thus they 
iflued out daily, skirmiſhing with Pjzs, until the 
Feaſt of the Tabernacles. Then ſent Hircanus to 
Pia;,defiring him thac he would grant them Truces' 
and [ler them be at peace while the Feaſt laſted; 
His requeſt Pius granted, and ſent a fat Ox to be 
oftered to the God of 1ſrael , covering his horhs 
with beater gold, and dreſſing him wich fillets of 
chriftal,8 other precious ſtones,clad alſo in a gar- 
ment of Purple,and divers other precious cloaths; 
He ſent moreover plate, both of filyer,' and gold, 
full of divers kinds of ſpices;all-to be offered unto 
the Lord. When Hirtanss ſaw this, he went our 
unto Pixss and after he -» made peace with _ 
7 
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he made him and his chief men of War a great 
Feaſt, and gave him a Preſent of TII C. pound 
weight of Gold : He went alſo with Pixs to ail 
him againſt che King of Perfa, that ,at that time 
rebelled againſt him, Bur he tarried there not 
long, becauſe the time of Pentecoſt was act hand 
Wanerefore Hircanus and the Holt of 1ſrae} re 
turned; bur Pius and his Army of the Greciaw 
proceeded. Whom the King of tne Perſiaus met it 
' the field, flew Pins himſelf,and vanquiſhed the re 
fidue,that almoſt none remained. Waereof whe 
rydings came to Hircanzs he was very glad, ant 
. Feturned to Jeruſalem with peace and joy, 

After this, Hircanus made many great Battel 
with the Nations about him, and had ever vi 
Etory. 

He alſo came to the Mount of Goriz.im , where 
tre won a-fort of the Setaries and Samaritans, ant 
razed the Femple that the SeQtaries had there a 
their houſe of Santuary, which they buzlded b 
the licence of A/zxandey the firſt King of thi 
Greeks, + He that builtit was /danaſſe the Pricl 
brother to Simeon the fait, But Hircanas the hig 
Prieſt paHed it down two hundred years aftet 
that it was builded. From thence he went to tht 
City. of Samaria and beſieged it, This was tif 
mo'her City of the. Samaritans, and Setarie 
which was brought to ſuch diſtreſs,” by the loans 
hege of Hircany that they within were fair to

houſe of SanZum Sanfterum,or the moſt Holieft, to

pare, Sothe King going out of the SanRuary, 
declared jt to the people. Whereupon tae next

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day he ſent poſt to Samaria and was afſured(y 
- certified again that this was true. Wherefore 
King Hircaxus was magnified greatly of all Iſrael, 
for they knew that the bleſſed Lord accepted hy 
doings,inſpiring him with the holy Ghoſt, and in-| 
creaſing his kingdom and Prieſthood. After this 
he took journey to Samaria, beſieged it a whole 
year; and at length wan it, flew all alſo that bare 
life within. He razed the walls, the palace, and 
burnt up the City. He had wars alſs with the Ro 
ming, and the Arabians, : and God proſpered all 
that ever h2 took in hand, Shortly after , God 
ve him reſt and quietneſs from all that dwelt 
about him, and from all his. enemies, ſo that Iſrael 
reſted boldly in/pgace and tranquillity all his time 
"On a time the King made a Feaſtto all the $- 
vesof Iſra:l, that they might make cheer with 
Bim. And being pleaſantly difpoſed, be ſaid, T am 
your Sthillar, and whatſoever 1 do, that do 1 by you 
Amtbority. Wherefore I pray you, if you ſee any fanl 
in me,tr if I do not as becometh me, tell me of it, that 
? mipht reforms my evil way. Thzn every man great- 
fy extolled and commended him, ſaying ; who it 
like unto thee, our Lord King, 'ſo worthy ofthe 
Kingdom & Prieſthood,fo norabſe in good works, | 
vhoſe_works be done ſor- the God of heaven, 
which haſt alſo done us ſo muchgoodin Iſrael?

. aid ons ofithe Sadecersy the matter 13-plain;. that 
- according.tothe minds of tae Sages, and at their 


bidding, he” updraided thee z and therefore they 
would not.awardhim to die; > Whereat: the King 
held his peace, and gave neyera word to anſwer : 
ſo all the joy: was turned unto ſadneſs. The next 
day at the commandment:of:theKing, prochma- 
tion went to all the Cities:3pthe Kings Damini- 
ons,that they ſhould ſtand to the ordinance of Sz- 
boch and Bitbas : and' whoſoever ſhould refufe to 
follow their Decrees,or would obſerve'the cradi- 
tions of the Sages,and obey their will, ſhould ſnf- 
fer death. This was Fobn the high Prieſt, which had 
the Prieſthood forty years, and in the end became 
a Saducee, Notwithſtanding the 1ſraelites obeyed 
not the Kings commandment, but rather pryvily 
followed the ordinances, of the Sages. The 
King himſelf and all his ſervants followed the 
Traditions of the Sadacees, making Inquiſition 

=. * for 
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for them thar ſtuck ro the conſtitutions of the 
Sages, and putting to death as many as he could 
getknowledge of. By this means he drew much 
people of {rae} into this opinion. The time that 
Hircanws' raled over Iſrael, was 31, 'years, and 
then he dyed, 

Afrer-him reigned his Son Arifobulmy, for he 
had three ſons, Ariffobulus, Antigonss, and Alexan- 
der; This Alexander was hated of his Fatligr, 
and baniſhed out of his preſence. He went there- 
fore and 'made Warupon Tyre and Sjden, ſub- 
dued them, and compelled them to be circhmci- 
ſed. oY O6 1 1 

Ariſtobulss regarded not the high Prieſt-hood, 
bur ſer light by it, wherefore he would not exe- 
cute the office thereof, but took tne Kingdom up- 
on him,and ſer the Crown upon his head, and was 
called the great King. Befides this, he baniſhed 
his mother, and Alexander her Son, his younger 
drother,and wonld not ſuffer them to dwell'in Fe- 
ruſalerx. But he loved his brother Antigonas, and 
made him Lieutenant General of all his wars,fet- 
ting him forward into the Wars againſt his ene- 
mies, Wherein the young man Az:igonus had good 
fortune, and proſpered in all things that he took 
in hand, and returned ſafe to Jeruſa/rm, where he 
entred into the houſe of 'the SanEuary to pray. for 
his drother the King,which at that time was grie- 
vouſly fick : and alſo to acknowledge before the 
Lord God, his goodneſs and mercy towards him 
in that he aided bim againſt his eyemie*, 'Then 
Came a certain wicked perſon unto the King, and 
Es NEOP- * infor- 
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;rifortned him with chis tale : Thy brother (faich 
he)- certurmng from the Wars, inquired of thy 
Health, and when it was told him thon waſt fick, 
he (aid, I will £o to him to day and rid him.out of 
the world. When the King heard this, he was 
wroth toward the Sages, and commanded hig bro» 
ther to be apprebended, and carryed to the place 
of Stayton, there to be kept in priſon, 'till be had 
made further inquifition of this mater.” Inthe 
mean ſpace the Queen, the Kings wife, commart- 
ded him to be put ro death there, without knows 
ledge of the Kings mind. But when the King 
. heard that his brother: was. killed, he cryed onr 
and wept bitterly, fmiting his breaſt in ſuch ſofr 
with his hand, that he (wouned,' and much bloud 
iflued ouc of his mouth. -He reigned over frazl 

two years, 
After him his brother Alexander reigned, who 
was'alſo called, King Fania, being brought out of 
Priſon, where his brother had put him, and made 
King of 1ſrae]. He wasa mighty man, & valiant in 
all his wars againſt his enemies, prevailing againſt 
them. He had wars with the Philiſtims namely 4- 
ſam and Aſcalon, whom he put to the worſe, and 
-overcame them. This man refuſed not the Priet- 
hood, but was high Prieſt. Tt chanced ona. time, 
when he ſtood at'the Altar to offer ſacrifice, one 
of the Sages'caſt a Cedar tree on him, whereat he 
lifted up his right hand upon the Altarcrying give 
me my ſword. Then the' Sages kneeled down 
before him, and ſware they did it not of any con- 
tempt, but rather (ſay they) that we thus ſpor-

ring before.the Lord, would be werry upon the 
High ſolemn day. But the Kings-ſervants anſwer- 
ed roughly again, ſaying ; although ye play and 
rejoyce,' yet it is not the manner of the country 
touſe any ſuch deſpightful cuſtom with. the 
King. The contention waxed hot again(t taem , 
.till at length the Sages ſpake evil of the King, ca- 
; ſting. in his teeth that he was an unhallowed and 
ſuſpenled. perſon, and that his Grand-mother 
. on the fathers fide was a Captain in.mount A40- 
.Aiit, whereby her ſeed was ſtained, Tie King 
was ſore moyed at that, inſomuch that he.com- 
'manded all the Sages to be ſlain. Therefore, 
whereſoever they found them, inthe SanQuary, 
or in the ſtreets of Feruſa/em, they - killed them 
forchwith, Then the King commanded that eve- 
Ty man ſhould obey the governance and traditi- 
.ons of the Sadacees. ' $0 in thoſe days had the

{ſome fled away, and ſome tarried at home with | 
ereat diſhenor. | ES: 

After theſe matters, the King+ made an expe- 
dition into, Arabia, entred the country as far as 
the rock of the Wilderneſs, againſt Hattam King 
of Arabia, and ſubdued his land.

3 But the King of the Grecidns 
writ privily tothe Antients of the SeQtaries, that 
they thogld-not aid Alexander: tg: the ſouldiers 
alſo that Alexander had hired, he. ſent rewards; 
gold and filver,, thatchey returned home to. theis 
country, and aided -not Alexander, whereupon 
hewas not able to withſtand Demecrive, There- 
fore hearing that Demetrius was removed from Sj. 
chem toward Feruſalem, intending to take him in 
the: City, he fled by night with a few of his men to 
themauntains,and lurked there. 7 
-»When the.'men of 1ſrae! that were in Fudea, 
heard that the King was fled out of Fersſalemy and 
that:the City: wav.an fear to come. into the hands 
of the Grecians ; they gathered themſelves toge= 
ther, and ſtood for their lives, as though Ny 

een 
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been one man, to the number of ten thouſand and 
ſet upon Demetrius Camp) killed all his bet men 


of war; and (poiled all his Hoſt, that he fled from oth 


them, and came home into his Country with great 
diſhonor. 

This done, the King took heart to him, and re- 
turned to his Kingdom, but the Phariſees fled to 
Betbſhemes, fortifying themſelyes againſt the King, 
who having intelligence thereof, gathered an Ar- 
my and went againſt them, won 'the City, and 
took $00. of the chiefeſt Phariſees, bound them in. 
chains,and ibreught them to Feraſalem. | 

Then banquered he all his ſervants upon the 
roof of his Palace ina high place, where his lear- 
ned Peers did eat and drink, till they were drunk. 
And in his mery mood he commanded thoſe eight 
hundred Phariſees priſoners to be fetcht forth, and 
to be hanged every man of them upon Gallowſes 
before him, at which fight he drunk and laughed 
heartily. 

After this he fell fick in the four and twentieth 
year of his Reign, of a grievous diſeaſe, a Quar- 
tain Ague, that held him-three years ; and for all 
this he ſhrunk-not nor letted to go to the War ts 
encounter and fight with his enemies,what nation 
ſocyer they were round about him, as though he 
had been a whole man. 


A 


en went with him, fearing leaſt he ſhould 
dye bythe way: And as be! encamped himfelf a- 
gainſt the City, and urged it ſore with affaults, 
his ſickneſs increaſed upon him more and more. 
Wherefore his wife,perceiving that he was like to 
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\ dye, wept bitrerly for him, and ſaid ; to whom 


ſhall T be ſoboldas to ſhew my face when thou 


'art once dead, ſeeing thou haſt wrought (ach miſ- 


chief againſt the Phariſees, whom all the Land fa- 
voureth,and following their traditions, obey their 
iaftruRions? if they ſhall be diſpoſed to revenge 
themſelyes xpon me and thy young childrenthey 
ſhall have aid ofall that dwell in the Land. The 
King anſwered, . Weep not, nor ſhey any reſem« 
blance ofpenſveneſs : I will tell thee what chou 
ſhale do, and if thon wilt follow my counſel, chou 


ſhale proſper and Reign, thouand thy children . 


as than wouldeſt defire z put caſe I dye, there-is 
no man im the world need know thereof : te{l thou 
every man; therefore that -ask for me that I am 
fick, and will not that any man ſhall come at me, 
In the mean while anoint& ſeaſon me with balms, 
feht with conrage againſt this City, till thou 
win it, and then return to Fersſalem with joy : 


+and beware thou put on no mourning apparel, 


nor weep, but bring me unto Jeruſalem, and lay 
meon a bed like a ſick man, and after call toge- 
ther the chief of the Phariſtes, bring them where 
I am, and ſpeak unto them gently in this fort * 
Alexander hath been ever -your enemy, T know it 
very well : wherefore take him if ye lift,and caſt 
him into the ftre, or to the dogs, or buryhim, it 
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ſhall beat your choſe : I know well they are pid  - * 
tiful men, and ſo. full of mercy, that they will” + 
bury me honorably, and appoint ſome one of my 
Sons whom they like beft to be King. - The Queen 
did therefore as ſhe was inſtruted of the King. 
And when ſhe had won' Rabaga, ſhe zoyfully re- 
turned to Feroſalew : after that gathered toge= 
ther the elders of the Phariſees, and ſpake to them 
as the Kimg had adviſed her, The Phariſees hea-' 
ring that the King \ was dead, and that his. body 
was in their handsto do withal what they lift » 
they ahſwered the Queen, God forbid, we ſhonld 
do this vnto our Lord, the anointed of God : He 
was the King and high Prieſtz what though he 
were a ſinner, yet his death ſhall be an expiation 
for all his iniquities, Therefore we will bewail 
him, and mourn for him, yea, we will carry his 
coffin our ſelves on our necks, and bury him as it 
becometh a Kings Majeily, and ſo they did. The 
time that he had reigned was xxv1l, years ; after 
him reigned his wife Alexandra in his Read: for the * 
Phariſees after they had finjſhed the ſeventh day of 
the mourning,they committed the Kingdom unto 
her. She had cwo Sons by the King ; the Elder was 
called Hircsngs,the other Ariſtobu/ns, Hircanus was ' = 
a juſt man and a righteous, but Ariſtobulus was a 
Warrizour and a man of courage ; beſides that of a _. 
familiar and loving countenance. He favoured al- 
ſo the learned men and followed their inſtru&ion. 
But Hircangs his elder brother,loved the Phariſees 
On a time therefore when the Queen fate in the 
throne of her Kivgdom, ſhe call'd the ancients 
| of 
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of the Phariſees before her, honored them, and 
commanded to releaſe and ſet at liberty all ſuch 
Phariſees as the King her husband, and her father 


in Law had caſt in priſon, and taking the Phari-- 


fees by che hands ſhe commanded all //74el to obey 
their ordinances. Then. made ſhe Hircanxs her 
Sen-high Prieſt, and Ariſffobalus Lieutenant of the 
Wars. | 

She ſent alſo to all the Lands that her Husbanq 
and Father ih Law had ſubdued, and demanded 
the noble mens ſons for Plzdges, which ſhe kept 
in Jeruſalem. So the Lord gave to the Queen 
' quietneſs from all thac were under her ſubjeRi- 
on, She gave alſo the Phariſees authority over the 
learned ſort, - putting them in their hands to or- 
der at their will. 

Waereupon ſtraight way they fonnd one Do- 


grus, a greatman amongſt the learned ſort, whom | 


they {lew,ard much people beſides of the ancients 
of that Sect, ſo that the Secaries were in great 
diſtceſs. They gathered themſelves together chere- 
fore, and came to Ariſtbalgs the Lieutenant of the 
wats, and wich him they came to the Qaeen, ſay- 
Ing unto her : Taou knowelt the enmity. that is 
berween us and the Phariſees, which hate thy 
husband and father in law, yea, and thy-children 
alſo. We were his men of war that went with 
him in all his affairs, aided him, now thou haſt gi- 


ven Us into their hands to be 'murthered and bas 


niſhed out of the Land : What will Harram\King 


of eArabia do, when he heareth this, that we ſhall } 


forſake thee ? He jyill come and revenge him %

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all the battels thar thy husband foughe againſt him. 
Yea, the Phariſees will take his part,” and delivet 
thee and thy chitdren into his hands, that there 
ſhall not be left onto Hircanus the King, and his 
Son eAlexander thy busband; any name or rem- 
nant atall. The Queen gave them no word of 
anſwer;zwhereat Ariſtobalus was angry, and letted 
not to utter it to his mothers face, but ſhe would 
rot bear bim. Wherefore Ariffobylus counſelled 
the SeRariesto go their ways, and depatt ont 'gf 

eruſalem, to chooſe them Cities in the land of 
To, where they might diyell with, their .honor , 
and not to ſuffer themſelves to be. ſlain under the 
Phariſees hands. . Wherefore departing from Fe- 
ruſalem, they dwelt in the Cities of F4d« : Not 
long after this, it fartuned the Queen fell {ore 
ſick, that ſhe was like to dye, whereof when Ari- 
ſtobulas heard, he feared leaſt the Phariſees would 


make his brother Hircanus King, and at length" 


apprehends him, wherefore he fed away by night 


- ro the City of the Sadacees to be their head, and 


mike war upon : his brother if he (hould- pre- 
ſume to Reign. He came therefore to the Prince 
of the Sadueees called Galnſtins; who was a g00d 
man of war. And after he had gathered a ſtrong 
army of the Sadycees, tis-mather the Queen ſent 
unto him that he ſhould return urito her, which 
he would not do. but rather weft to war with the 
nations that dwefr about him,where he won twen- 
ty Cities,and got'him great renown thereby.

ſaying, how they were afraid ot her\i\ſon Ariſtabu-"

as-you ſee at the; point of death, not able to talk

dom; both inthe laws, and in the knowledge of 
the Greek; juſt of his word, and prudent in any 
range or new matters chanced. His off-ſpringwas 
not out of che Children of [1ſrae], but of thoſe 


Ronans which chanced to be yanquiſhed ; and

lites, being but Rrangers, and of no Noble houſe 
in Iſrael. He had four - Sons,/ Foſeph the El- 
deſt, the next Paſilus, the third Herod, and the 
fourth Pheroras 3 theſe had alſo a fiſter called S4- 
Iamith. RET 
eAntipater favoured Hircanus ſo entirely for his 
Juſtice, and uprightneſs ſake, that he opened un- 
to him his brother Ariſtobulus, and the Sadncer 
intent, giving him counſel. to fly. to''Hartamy 
King of Arabia : but eAntipater himſelf went be» 
fore to break the matter to Hartam, ofwhofe co- 
ming Hartam was very glad. Then Antipater de- 
clared unto him now Hircanus was in-mind to fly 
unto him, becauſe of A4riſtobalus his Brother :* If 
thou wilt help him'(faith he) and lend him ſpee- 
dy aid, thou ſhalt eafily ſer Ariſtobilus beſide the 
Kingdom ; for all Iſrael is inclined: to. Hjycanss, 
and favour not Ariſtobulus : Hartam anſwered, I 
am afraid of the Fezs, and their craftineſs;eMex- 
axder his Father put methrice t@ the foil in bats 
tel by his ſubtilty, and took mydominions 'from 
me. | 
Then Antipater ſwore unto him, He ſhall be 
(faith he) thy erue and' truſty friend, to do 
whatſoever thy heart, -defireth, Thus  Hartans 
was perſwaded, and they made a league together. 
Then Antipater turned to Jeruſalem, cauſed Hir- 
canus to fly in the night : and they both went to- 
gether to the King of Arabia, who much rejoy- 
ced at Hircanys coming, and received him hono- 
rably. When they came together to intreat of the 
q league, 
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league; Hartans demanded reſtitution of ſich Cj- 
' ties as Hircanus Father had taken from him to 
whom Hircanys conſented in all things. Where- 
| fore Hartamraiſed all the people of Arabia, .and 
fed them to FJeryſalemto war upon it, To Hir- 
canus alſo came all the men of Fuda, ſave only 
' they that dwelt ar' Feryſalem : ſo betwixt them 
they beſet the City round about. It fortune d 


that in the ſolemnity of the Paſſeaver, they could- | 


not haye their ſervice of the ſolemnity in the ho- 
ly place, becauſe of tie wars z whereupon a ces- 
tain juſt and perfect man of the Town, called Ho- 
nyanriga, brake out privily into the Camp of Hir- 
canys, and Antipater his counſeller, and beſought 
them with much prayer and tears,that they would 
orant a truce unto Jeraſalem, while the feaſt of 
ſweet bread laſted, that they might execute' the 
ſervice of ſolemnity in the Holy place ; To whom 
Hircanxs (aid, Thou arta juſt man, and often 
when thou haſt prayed,the Lord hath heard thee, 
pray now therefore unto the Lord,to deliver Arj- 
ſtobulgs into our hands, and that 1ſrae] may reſt : 
Honyawriga anſwered, am I a God? or able to 
remove battels that be ſtirred up for many mens 
iniquities ? Thas when he ſeemed to be.unwilling 
to pray, Hircanus men compelled him, drawing 
their ſwords, and ſaying, if thou wilt not pray, 
thou ſhalt dir for it. Therefore as he ſaw his life 
in jeopardy, he cryed unto the Lord 3 O Lord e- 
verlaſting, which haſt choſen thy people Iſrael out of 
all people, and haſt ſet thy Name in bis houſe, may it 

pleaſe thy Majeſty to plant among the children of 1(- 
| WY rael 
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rael friendſhip and brotherhood ; take away from 4s 
mong them this hatred which is riſen of notbing, and 
ler net the one of theſe 19k prevail againſt the 
others ſering they all be thy Servanjs, and children of 
thy Covenant. When the ſervants of Hircanss heard 
him ſay ſo, they ran upon him with their (words, 
and killed him : Bat God deferred not his venge- 
ance, for he ſtruck the hoſt, as well of the Arabi- 
ans,as of Hircanas,with a grievous peſtilence. 
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CHAP. IL. 


T the ſame time came from Rome a famous 
| Captain called Pompeius to war againſt the 
country of d4rmenia ; This Pompeins ſent one of 
his chief men to Damaſco, of whom, as eAriſtobsr 
las (thus beſieged) had heard , and that an Ar- 
my of the Romans was come to Damaſeo, he ſent 
him a preſent of four hundred pound weight in 
gold, deliring him to remove the Army of the 4- 
rabians from him,and to raiſe the fiege, 

In thoſe days all the world obeyed the Romans. 
That Captain therefore writ unto Hartam King 
of Arabia in this wiſe : Depart from Jeruſalem 
if not, thou ſhalt underfland , thix hoſt broke thy 
lpague with the Senare of Rome, aud the whole Army 
of the Romans ſhall ſhortly invade thy Land. Har-

whole bench of the Senate which-was of the num» 
ber of taree hnodred , and; twenty Senators, 
wondred atthe cunning and wit of b1m thar made 
it : and with great joy they bare ir-1mto the Tem« 


* ple of their gods;placivg it 3n the*preſence of the 


great Idol Fwpiter, ſo called- atrer the planet Fupi- 
Fer. 

Pompeins Weit his Letters to Ariſtobalas, with 
oreat thanks and commendation for the ſame, aſ- 
ſaring him, how. both he and the whole Senate fa- 
youred him, and that he ſhould have a friend of 
him to ſpeak in-his cauſe as long as he lived; Hir- 
canas hearing of-this, was clean daſhed, and in de - 
ſpair, But Antipater comforted him ſaying, 'ler 
not the friend{bip that is betwixt Pompeius and 
thy brother diſmay thee: I will go to him and 
make him thy friend. Upon that he went to Pom- 
peius, and perſwaded his mind to hate A4rjſtobu/s:, 
and to fayour Hircanns, informing him thus; -If

"thou (Caith he) defend Hircanusy, all Iſrael will 


be content to be- under thy proteRion, for they 
loye him-every man.; bur if thon"defend Ariſtobs- 
ini; --the people will not obey thee; for they hate 
him.

- made privy to their communicat ion;For I(quoth 


he)will-ſend for Ariſtobalas torcome to me to Da- 
maſco, and then I will caufe tobe laid hands upon 
him, and deliver him bound to. lis. brother, re- 
Roring the Kingdom tohim, 'Ariſtobalus upon the 
fight of. Pompein; letters reſorted unto him : Hir- 
cangs alſo came from the rock of the wilderneſs; 
and as they appeared together before Pompeins, 
Antipattr defared him that he would do juftice be- 
twixt Hircanus the King, and Ariftobulys his bro= 


, ther, that rebelled againſt him, and took his King- 


dom from him” without cauſe, whoſe ſayings, 'a 
thoſand'of the Elders of Iſrael ſtood up and wit- 
nefled to be -true': - Ariſtebulus anſwered, I never 
ſtrove with him for the Kingndom, untill ſuch time as 
1 ſaw all theſe that made Hircanus King, 'to run in 
ou dbloquie, and to ſuſtzin much! reproach, becaaſe 
e nas ſo 14 a perſon, and of no great wit, nbr 
ſought much the Kingdom : yea, till all nations that 
were about him, whoſe D:miniens our progenitours 
conquered, began now to deifiſe him, to paſs little for 
effending him, to deny him tribate - for! his ſimplicity 

and mopiſhneſs, with lack of courage. | 
When Ariffoba/zs had ſaid, there ſtood up a 
ereat 'multitude of goodly and beautiful young 
men, apparelled in cloth of Hyacinth and purple, 
with mightytargets uponthem, & other ornaments 
| of 
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of eold; chryſtal, and precious ſtones, affirming 
with one accord, that Ariſtobulus ſaid the truth: 
namely, that Hircanus was not favoured by the 
kingdom, At which Powpeins marvelled, ſaying”; 
Happy is this people having ſo many goodly men, 
true in their words, and wiſe : ' Happy alſo were 
the Senate of Rowe, if they could bring to paſs, 
that this great Nation might be under their Go- - 
vernance. So he took his journey to Feruſalem 
with Hircanas and Ariftobulus, But after Arifts- 
bulus perceived that Powpeius Rood not to the pro- 
miſe he made him at the beginning or the Vineghe 
ſet light by him, and fled from hjm to Alexandris 
in Egypr,whither Pompeins followed with his Hoſt 
and befieged Alexandria, From thence Ariſtobu- 
Tus fled again to Feruſalem, and Pompeins purſued 
him alſo thither, writing to Ariſtobalus a letter of 
Truce and pardon. So Ariſtobulus came forth un- 
to him,and Powpeins did ſim at that time no harm, 
butdemanded to be given unto. him all the veſ- 
ſels of the Houſe of the Lord,which Ariftobulns re- 
fuſed todo; Pompeius in a rage, cauſed to lay him 
faſt in heavy iron chains, and aflaulted Feral lems | 
battering the walls very ſore, till they of the town 
xued out againſt him, and ſlew of his Hoſt twelye 
thouſand men.  . | | 
After this had the Iſraelites civil Wars within 
Jeruſalem, becauſe the fiege was grieyous unto 
them, for they were divided into Fa&ions : one 
part ſaid, let us open the Gates to Pompeins, 
and let him in, that we may ſubmit our ſelves 
under his proteRion, The other ſaid, Let us fight 
againſt

* 8gainſthim unto death, But much people diſliked - 
that,fo that that ide prevailed that world yield, 
Wherefore Pompeius entred the Town, and the 
"Houſe of the SanRtuary,killed much people of the 
Prieſts,and the people of the Land made Hircanuc 
King of //rael the ſecond time, and Antipater his 
Counſellor. Moreoyer, he ſet one Securas a Roman 
in the Country,to receive the tribute & departed, 
leading Ariſtobulus with him bound in iron. And 
becanſe be took his journey toward Arabia, Hirca- 

ns and Antipater went with him to conduct hims 
eAriſtobulus thus being priſoner,and his two ſons 
with himy it fortuned that ene of them (called 
Alexander)eſcaped : and having intelligence, that 
Hircanss and his Counſellour were gone out of 
Jeruſalem, he came thither and rebelled againſt 
Hircanus, made up the breaches'of the wall that 
Pomprins had battered : yea the 1ſraelites reſorted 
unto himzand made him King ia Hircanas place. 
Whereupon he gathered an Army, and went forth 
to, meet with Hircanus as he came homeward from 
Pompeins,where he gave Hircanxs the overthrow , 
and Secwuras the receiver of the tribute fled and 

eſcaped. | | 

Then Alexander returned to Jeraſalem , from 
whence | ſhortly after, Gabianus 'a Roman with 2 
ſtrong Army compelled him to flee to Alexandria, 
And being in the ſame place beſieged alſo of Ga- 
bianns,his Mother Ariſtobulus wife, went forth to 
Gabianys weepingyand beſought him that hewould 
not deſtroy her Son : ' for whoſe ſake he did A- 


 lexander no harm. 
Gabia= 
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Gabianys therefpre having gotten all tne Land 
of Fadeas made  Hircanus King of Feruſalemnow 
the third time : who ſer Rowan ' Captains and 
Rulers in Fericho,and in Zephori , and-chrough all 

| the Land of Iſrael- | 
It fortuned after this, that eAriſfobulus got out 
of priſon at Rowe, and came into Z/rael ; to whom 
on every fide reſorted 'men '1n ſuch fort, that he 
had. a puifſant Hoſt of 1ſree Wheteof when he 
had taken Muſter, he choſe out eight thouſand of 
the bet, and with them went againſt Gabienxs , 
where was a ſore Bactel fought berween themztill 
the beſt of Ariſtobulus men were {lainzand only one 
thouſand lefr, wherewich he fled to 'the Monn- 
tains, But the RKorpans followed the: chaſe, and 
ſlew them evety man. Yet eAriftobulu; would not 
ield, but fought alone, although his Helmec was 
Proken,gill he had divers ſore wounds in his head + 
and then fell he to the ground, and the Romans 
took him yet alive, brought. him to Gabianus 
who comforted him, commanding his Surgeons 
to heal him, and after ſent him to the Conſul and 
Senate of Rowe, where he was put in priſon yet 
once again. And this, the Senate taking pity of 
eAriſtobulws wife, which was reported to be 2 
very wiſe womon, releaſed her two Sons aut of 
Priſon, and ſet them at liberty, eAlexander, the 
one of thoſe, could not be content, but rebel- 
led once again againſt Hircanxs, and the Romans 
Governours. For he gathered together much 
people of [/rael, encountred with one of the Ro- 
wan; Goyernours that Gabjanss had appointed,and 
gave 
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_ $avehim the overthrow. : bur proceeding farther 
tofight with Gabinius,had:itheworſe, and many of 
the 1ſraelires were (lain, yet he eſcaped and fled. 
This done, Gabinizs came to'Feraſalem,and renew- 
ed the kingdom of Iſrael to Hircanys the fourth 
time. | I 5: 1 
About this time one of the 'Senatots Wives at 
Rome conceived a child, and died in the birth and 
travel thereof : They therefore that were abour 
her, ſtraight-way ript her, and got the child out 
alive, 'whom they named Falizs, and becauſe. his 
mother was cut, they called him Ceſar. - This 
child growing to great towardneſs, and coming 
to mens eſtate, the Conſul and Sznate ſent him 
into the Wars» and: whatſoever he did, he had 
200d fortune,and proſperous ſucceſs. He depri- 


yed the Gretians of 'the Empire and Dominion, - 


tranſlating it to the Romans : Many Provinces al- 
ſo beſides that, . he did ſabdue, and returning to 
Rome with a power, attempted to get the Domini» 
on,and ſole power over them. But they had made 
ſolemn ſtatutes in the time of their progenitors, 
never to ſuffer any King among them, or,any man 
to have perpetual rale over them z wherefore they 
would not make Falizs King : Upon this roſe a- 
mongſt them great and morcal wars,ſo that Fulius 
ſlew a great many of them, and without number. 
Waen Powpeins underſtood that Ceſar reigned at 
Rome, and had killed the Conſul, and Senate 
with all the Nobility of Rowe, he gathered' toge- 


ther his whole: Army ont of Arabia, and made | 


toward him. Falias having intelligence af his 
coming 


. The Wars of #he Fetts, . hy 
coming againſt him, ſent for Ariffobu/us our of 
priſon, ſpake friendly unto bim,gave him a power, 
and made him grand: Captain thereof, bidding 
hir-togo and encounter with Pormpeias-: Indeed 
his Army was a ſtrong Army, and. he himſelf a 
King of no ſmall proweſs, and valiantneſs. Pome 
peixs bearing that Ariſtoba/us came againſt him, 
was ſore afraid af, his. valiantneſg, and of his 
Hoſt ; whereſpre he ſent to the inhabitants of 
Fernſalem that Were under his obedience, that 
they ſhould preſent Ariſtobalus with ſome . gift, 
whereby they might deceive himzand poiſon him. 
The Inhabitants of Feruſalew at his requeſt, ſent, 


; pato Ariftobalus a preſentzby certain Noble men; 


whereat Ariſtobulns was right joyful, and did eat 
and banquet with themytill he was overcome with 
drink, then they impoiſoned him, and he dyed : 
The time that he, reigned oyer 1ſrae! was four 
years, and fix moneths. He was agood man of 
War, hardy in fight,and a man of amiable counte» 
Nance. 

Pompeins receiving tidings of his death, the more 
gladder proceeded toward Rowe to beſiege it ; 
But F#lius met him in the way,and deſtroyed him 
and his Hoſt, whereby the Empire was eſtabliſhed 
unto Falixs ; Heafter this, ſent Preſents to the 
King of Syria, and into Egypt, by his Captain, 
to allure them to his friendſhip : Antipater ad- 
viſed Hircanxs to aid 'Jwlivs, if perchance he 
might win his favour, which Hircanss did : and 
Antipater was Captain of the Hoſt, who played 
the man, and found ſuch fayour with Fwlixs, oy

hemade hinvLivutenant of his Wars ; and after 
he had/forght -fundry and" great Bartels, be re- 
turned to. FerWſalem with- great honour, and by 
the way proſpered much more. Hircanus after 
this, made Phaſelms, eAntiparers ſon, Governour 
of Feraſalems,and) Herod his-third fon Preſident: of 

alilet.' There was a certain young man at-that 
time 'in Fersſdlems called Hizkits, a valiant man 
of war, to whomadhered allfuch gas were in'any 
. diſtrefſe,, and-he became their- Gaptain.,' Theſe 
went and ranged about in Syria/ roving and' muy 
dering in ſuch ſort, that the' Syrians were weary 
of their lives, for fear of them.” Wherefore the 
King'of Syria ſent unto Herod Ruler 'of Galitee, 
defiring him to k31l that Hizkias and his- compli- 
ces: whereupon Herod prepared himſelf, & werit 
to meet with Hizkias as he return'd from the ſpoil 
of Syria, came upon him unawares and flew him 
and his men. Whereupon when the King'of Syria 
was certified, 'he ſenta noble reward unto Herod, 
of Silver,Gold, and preciqus Stoneszby which,and 
by like means,he became very famous, The Noble 
men of Jxdx made their complaint unto Hircangs 
upon Antipater,and his ſons, for their ſore oppreſ- 
fing the Land of Fada, defiring that Herod might 
be ſummoned from Galz{ee,to appear in jtidgment 
and anſwer with other for the killing of Hizkias. 
The Kine therefore ſent for him,and he upon that 
came to Feruſalem, appeared vefore the Judges, 
reno apparelled, with a guilt ſword girt about 
him, whoſe ora in antient man (called Samaj) 


blamed, and reprehended alſo his Rout _ 
obt 
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bathd would not. give ear unto him, nor yet res; 
oxrd the Judges. - Wen Hircanus perceived that 
the Judges had almoſt determined to give Judge 
ment aga:nſt the young man, and to make him a- 
wayhe took pity on him, and ſaid, We will not 
give ſentence co daygto morrow 1s a new day, and 
by that means delivered him out of their hands x 
Herod knew not afore that it was a matter of life 
and death,that night therefore he fled to the King 
of Syria,declarirg all what had hapned unto him, 
The King of Syria let him haye a ſtrong Army, 
and came with him himſelf, purpoſing to befiege 
Fernſalem : But his Father Antipater,and his eldeſt 
brother Phaſelus,came forth unto him, & rebnked: 
him-ſaying ; Is this the reward that thou render-: 
eſt unto King Hircans:,that took pity on thee;and- 
would not have thy bloud ſhed? Therefore they 
willed him to depart from Feruſalem , unto whom 
he condeſcended, after he had once let the Inha- 
bitants of Jeruſalem know what he could, and had 
ſhewed them his power. Falixs Emperor of Rome; 
about chat time (as he was worſhipping in the 
houſe of his God) was murthered by the conſpi- 
ration of certain of them which.had ferved Pons. 
pris that was ſlain, a8 i$- afore mentioned : The 
name of one of them that killed him: was Caſſius ,; 
of, rhe» Country of Macedonia, who fled thither, 
being afraid to tarty at Rome : this Caſſius had 
| great dominions in Macedonia.” Antipater alſo of 

whom we ſpake, was a great ſcourge to the 
Noblemen of J=da, anda great deal forer man 
than was Hircanks himſelf : yea, Hircanss could 
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donothing in compariſon of him, for he had nd 
rule himfelf, but Ancipater i and his Sons bare all 
the ſway throughout all the Realm : Moreover, 
Antipater was in $reat eſtimation with all the 


Kings of that time. And foraſmuch as he ſo ſore. 


preſſed the Fews, they therefore hated himy and 


conſpired to kill him. | 


- There was 2 man in great authority about Hijr- 


canus4 named ' Malchias, by whoſe means they 
# wrought this matter. He corripted the Kings But= 


ler. with rewards, to put poiſon in Antiparers.cup, 
which as foon'as he had drunk, he dyed, Theſe: 
things his fons Phaſel@ and Herod diſſembled and 


winked at4s though they knew nothing. Not» 
withſtanding they privily writ unto Caffius that 


reigned in Macedsnia, certifying him of this deed. 
Soon after came Caſſius to Tyre, from whence he 
ſent Mefſenges to-Hircanus to come unts him,who' 


came,and with him alchias, Phaſelys,and Herod : 
C aſſix; entertaining them all in his lodging, willed 
his men, that whatſoever Herod bad them, they 


ſhould do it, Herod willed them to kill Malchias,

Archelawa perceiving,turned his 
gale to rebuke the king;ſiying, They art now wax» 
en old, & well ffickengn years,thou ſuffereſt theſe 
backbiters to rule thee, who tir thee to work all 
theſe miſchiefs-in thy houſe; yea , Pheroras' thy 
brother hath. falſely provoked: thee againſt thy 
fons. When Pheroras heard theſe words,he was:ſors 


afraid, for indeed he had ſeduced the king, There- 
fore came Pheroras to Archelaws, and beſought him 
co ſave hisdife. Archelaws anſwered bim , If thou - 


wilt obtain pardon for thy wickedneſs, come and 
fall before his feer and confefs that thou haſt ſpa- 
ken' falſly againſt his ſons,then will I promiſeeice 
thathe ſhall be merciful unto thee,and to his ſons; 
®Pherora did fo, Confeſled that- he. had falfly ac- 
cuſed the Kings Sons Then Archelaws beſonght 
* theking forpardon,and he granted it 3 after that, 
he entreared him that the young men might be 
delivered out of priſon, which theking alſo com- 
manded tobe done. The young men therefore 
,.came before the king,” and fell down at his feet, 


and the King was loving to them, and embraced

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them kindly. He made great joy allo, that Are 
chelaws came 'in ſo good an hour unto-him, 'to 
whom he gave for a gift ſeven hnndred- pound 
weight of Gold, with many precious Stones, ' and 
Concubines, and diſmifled him. But Antipater a- 
ein ſaborned falfe accuſers, and writ counterfeit 
letters in the name of the kings ſons,to one of the 
Captains, declaring how they would conſpire and 
kilgehe king ; and by ſuch means he encreafed 
the enmities between them and their father many 
wayes, that the king commanded them to be puc 
in priſan, and moſt ſtrong irons to be laid upon 
them. Beſides this, Antipater 'had ſurprized and 
won the hearts of the Kings chief Rulers, and ſer- 
vants, that they procured his Barber to bear falſe 
witneſs againſt Alexander, how he hired him ro 
kill the king, at ſuch time as he hould ſhave his 
Ken hen the =_ heard his Barber ſpeak, he 
I 


much troubled in his mind, inſamuch that he 
aid, Iam weary of my life, to hear theſe pick- 
thanks that open my ears to fill my head with 
tales, I can dono-way better than to give charge 
that whoſoever brings me any ſuch accuſations 
hereafter of any body , he ſhall ſuffer death for 
it, wherefore he commanded ' the Barber to be 
flain, and his twoſons to be brought forth and 
aged upon Gallowſes, ſhedding their innocent 
00d. 

Then rejoyced Antipater , ſuppoſing himſelf 
to beas ſure of che kingdom, as though it were 
in his bands, when he was not aware, that «= 
theugh be mere never ſo high aloft , yet was ther: 
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ene bigher than be who conſidered hs doingt. Alexan- 
dey had two ſons , Thigarm and Ariſtobulms : And 
Ariſt obu'x had three ſons , Herod, Ayrippa, and 
eAlexander. , 

When the King returned to Jersſalem ( for he 
was in Samaria by the Lake fide, when his ſong 
were put to death ) he'commanded that his ne- 
phews ſhould be brought to the Court, and taking 
pity on them imbraced and kifled them, weepfng 
very ſore, both he and all his ſervants:for it great- 
ly repented him for the hainous deed that he had 
done, But when the time of mourning was paſt,he 
called the chief of 1ſrae/ together, and faid unto 
them, 7 am nav grown in age, and naxen gray- 
beaded, uncertain how , ſhortly I ſhall die, 1 ſee bert 
before me theſe little fatherleſs children , which [ nts 
ver can behold without great anguiſh of mind ; for when

He ſpake there- 
fore unto his brother Pheroras : Thou ſhalt be 
their Patron and Defender, and ſhalt give thy 
Daughter to Thigarm, Alexanders Son, He alſo 
commanded his Son Antipater to give his Daugh-» 
ter to Herod, Son of Ariftobulus. And the Mar- 
riages were knit, and compoſition made in the 
Kings preſence. 
When An:ipater marked the loye that the King 
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bare towards the Nephews, he began to be in ' 
oreat Care , for Thigarm, Alexanders Son , had 
a Grand-father by. the Mothers ade , a King of _ 
great power , namely . Archelaws, King of Capa= 
docia: , 

. Hefalls down therefore at .the Kings feet,.to 
diflolye and break. the friendſhip that he bare to- 
wards his Nephews, and to leave ſpeaking in their 
cauſe as he had done, bur he prevailed not. There- 
fore he left his father,, and went to Pheroras the 
kings brother, made a confederacy with him, and 
defited him to fruſtrat the bond that, was between 
himſelfand Herod, and alſo between him and This 
garm the Son of, Alexander that was hanged. . So 
Pheroras came to the king, turned his. mind , and 
diflolved the covenant of Marriage. This done, 
Pheroras and Antipater ( that ſate upon the Kings 
Throne ) were become great friends, danquetting 
one another. day and night , and diſcourfing af. 
their affairs. YN 

When this cameto the kings ear, he was ſore 
afraid of their combinings, and commanded that 
his brother Pheroras thould for evermore.,be 
baniſhed the Court's Antipater his Sonne was 
ſent to Ofavian.

Then at the Kings commandment the Vial was 
brought forth before him and there was a little 
of the venome left , wherefore they,gaye better 
credit to herwords ;z ſo that the King was con-, 
tent with hery and bad his Phyſitian heal herz and 
ſhe recovered. 

This done, the Kirig writ to eAntipater to come 
home with ſpeed, becauſe I am old (faith he) and 
weak, uncertain how ſhortly I ſhall die. 


CHAP. IIEHL 


He King had alſo two other ſons at Rome, 
Archelaus and Polemms :- So when Antipater 

writ to anſwer his father's letters, he fignifted 

unto him, chat his two ſons had defamed the King, 
and ſlandered him unto Ofavian. But the King 
anſwered him, Come and bring them with thee, 
and I will order them as thou thinkeſt good, 
Notwithſtanding, Anripater lingred for the {pace 
of fix moneths , to ſee if he might learn 'fome= 
what of his father's doings, but he could hear 
nothing : The Meſſengers his father had ſent, 
lay upon him every day , and urged him to make 
haſte : Therefore acche ſeyen moneths end, he 
took his journey towards Fudeg , and came to 
Ceſarea. There heard he his father had taken 
diſpleaſure wich his Mother, and baniſhed' 
H hes 
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her the Court, - but he could noc 1:arn what ſhouſd 
be the cauſe, therefore he was ſtrucken with ſuch 
fear. that he would have gone back again.' But 
they that waited upon him , being defirons to gy 

home to their houles, and families, dealt crafti! 
with him» and perſwaded him, that if he ſhould 
now turn back out of his way , he ſhould juſtifte 
his enemies words to be true; but if thou come 
once to thy fathers preſence (ſay they) who loveth 
thee ſo entirely,thou ſhalt prevail againſt thy foes, 

and get the upper hand of them that trouble thee, 
So he followed their counſel. and came to Je. 
 r»ſalem. Whenheentred into the City, no man 
came forth to meet him nor once to bid h:m wel- 
come home : For all the people hated him for his 
lyes, flanders, perverſe and wicked counſel , but 
chiefly for fear of the King. Yet went he forward 
to tne Court, although with a fearful heart : When 
he came tc the King's preſence, he fell down and 
did his duty : but the' King turned away his face, 
and could not adide to look upon him. He went 
home therefore unto his houſe with a heavy heart, 
hanging down his head,and niding his face, There 
his mother told him how their counſel concerning 
the yial of poiſon was bewrayed,and how the king 
was wonderfully incenſed toward him:that increa- 
ſed his fear more and more. The next day by the 
kings command he was brought forth, and, before 
all the chief of /ſrael aflembled together, th2 king 
ſare to judge Antipater's cauſe : There the king 
rehearſed unto them, his ſons lewdneſs and lyes, 
how he had ſeduced him , and incited him to _ 
1S 
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bis'children thx wete of the Kings blood, far bet- 
rer-and*more-virtuous'' than he; infomich that 
with aloud voice the kine-burftout,and bewatled 
his Wife farimi whoth' ne put to death without a 
cauſe; and his two ſons,-that tity that were far off 
mrght hear him, ar we ab age ri 
Then” Antipater life up his head and began to 
ſpeak craftily and ſubtifly.- Firſt he forgot not to 
oivegentle wards to pacific his father's wrath(but. 
that he could not do; ) after, he fell to entreaty in 
ſuch ſortz'that all the'Nobles were moyedto pity, 
and bewailed his evil Fortune, not without tears, 
ſave onlyMNiralew the kings Secretary, who loved 
the kings children that were put to death. He re- 
| buked them all that were ſorry for the cxlamity of 

Antipater, crying with all his might; Where are ye 
Alexander and Ariſtobal#s that were (lain guiltleſs> 
Lift up' your heads and' behold this wicked man 
fall into the pit thathe himſelf made z ſee how his 
foot is catched in the net, that he laid' himſelf for 
others. Mark you not,how your Maker reyengeth 
your death, and requizeth your blood at his hand 
in the time of his deſtruftion ? For the wicked man 
ts ſpared until the tim? of his death. So the King 
himſelf very much incenſed, ſent to fetch a con- 
demned perſon out of priſon , who being brought 
before them, and taſting alittle of the poiſon» in 
the Vaal, fell down dead therewith. 

Then the King commanded Antjpatzry to be car- 
ried to priſon,and to be laid in ſtrong irons. The 
fortieth year of his reign » which was the ſeventy 
year of his age, King Herod fell fick , and no 
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remedy, no Payſick gogldbe found to help him, 
neither his ſeryants nor- Phyſitzans could procuge 
him any.reſt,. ſo grievouſly came his diſeafe vpgn 
tim, with: ſhortneſs, of his breath , and through 
the anguiſh of the manifold evils that had hapned- 
vpon him by his own folk, Whereupon he cried, 
out ſaying, Wo may he be , that hath none left to 
ſucceed/bhim in his Kingdom , nor none to go be- 
fore his Coffin , and mourn for him at his death, 
Then called he to his remembrance his witeaxi- 
iz and his two ſons, rehearſing them by names 
howling and weeping (till contiuually, Upon a cer- 
' tain day when his kickneſs came ſore uponhimy be 
called to his ſervants to fetch tzm ſome pleaſant 
Apple,toſee if it might comfort his heart, & when 
they bad brought it, he asked for a knife to cur it, 
ang one was brought him. Then he gathered his 
itrength vato him, and reared himſelf up upon-Aig 
left arm,and perceiving his life to te ful of ſorrow 
and lamentation, he took the knife with nis right 
hand , and ietcied his ſway to thruſt jt into his 
belly; but his ſervants tept to him and caught his 
arm, holding his'hands , and would not ſuffer him 
to do it:then wept be ſoxe,and all his ſervants, that 
their voice was heard out of the Court,and ſhortly 
all the City was in an uprore, ſaying, The King 1s 
cead, tre King ns dead. Antipater being in the pri- 
| Ton, heard rhe noiſe, and asked, Whar buſineſs is 
this? they anſwered him, The King is dead. Then 
he rezoyced wenderfully, ſaying unto the Jhylors, 
Strike off my irons and let-me our, that 1 may go 
to the Palace, andI will remem>ver thee "_ 
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'pood turn z the Keeper anſwered) ' I fear feſt the 
King be yet alive;J with o5:cerefore and Know the 
eruth,and come agaitiby znÞby:; Ancipater ſeeing it 
could not get looſe, .wept for anger-at the keepere 
So the keeper came to the Courr, which being tolf 
ro the King;ke commanded him to be brought be= 
fore him z then the King asked him, What'did-An- 
tipater (( T pray thee.) when he heard this moyrn+ 
ins,and that I was dead?The keeper anſiver ed;He 
was very glad cthereof,and when I would not fmite 
off his icons and let him out, he wept 4or anger : 
The'Kingecried unto his Lords, See how he hateth 
me, being yer in priſon, if he were hete,he.wonld 
do whathe could to kill mezhe would riot do as my 
ſervants did, make haſte ro wreſt the ktiife out of 
my hand. As true as God liveth, he ſhall never 
have that which he gapeth for 5 {o-the King come 
manded he ſhould be put to death : and there 
was not one that wauld intreat for him, or defire 
the King to the contrary, but every man was glad 
of his deſtruEtion. 
The King commanded the keeper to bring him

"Tne/King 
lived five dayes afterrthe: dxeciFion at: a hr), 22.

prudent man,a good}y man oi perſon, 2aving od 
on his fide.” He ever loved the: Sages Hilieland:Sa- 
2845; With th2ir companions $ he enriched the-ſes 
cond Houſe, more than alliother Kings, and. was 
more liberal than all the Kings that were!, before 
him- His gifts and rewards were rich, tor he: eoun» 
ted Goldand Silver, as chafte and ones; he kept 
Iſrael inpeace from4Hoins, enemies :1 herayiided 
alſoa fairer Temple: than King: Soloywon; bilt-he 
mage che. yoke -of tribute and;exagion in {{rae 
more heayy, and gave open car tg evil tongues: He 
w3$ a cruel blood-ſhedger: of poor and innocent 
perſons;and Archelas hig-fon xeigned-in his.room, 
He, willed before his death, -that' they ſhould hury 
bim an4he City of Erodjion, two days gourney and 
a balf from-Jer»/alem :,So they put him-in a Coffin 
coyered with Gold , ſet here and there with pre» 
cious ftohes, The Bed under him was-wrought 
with Goldgand full of precious ſtones;likewiſe ups 
on Ins hezdwas a cloth of Rayes powgred -wath 
preeious ſtones , and upon+zhat a Royal Crown, 
made faſt to the left ſide of the Coftin, and on the 
right ſide was a Regal Scepter 3 upon the Bier was 
alto a cloth of Rayesz very thick, powdred- with 
pxecio!s ſtones, Cryſtal, Amethyſts, and very ma- 
ny Saphirs. Then all the chief men of War went a- 
boyt,h1m.in their coats of fence, and drawn ſwords 
1 the aands, with helmecs on their heads 
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as in the time-of war. After them came Archei as 
his ſon that was made King;then followed hin all 
the people : There were fiſty of his ſervants that 
went about the Bierzevery oe having a chaftindiſh 
of Gold in his hand , wherein' they burnt ſweet 
woods and perfumes continuallyzas many as weft 
abour him, caſting upon the Hearſe pure Myrrhe, 
He was born by certain great Lords , 'and Nodle- 
men of 1ſ-ael, upon their ſhoulders , going let- 
furely,and with a majeſty, tilFthey-came to Erg- 
dion; where they buried him with great honour, 
the like was never done to any King. Theſe things 
done , there reſorted rogettier ſuch as hated He- 
rod, and were weary of their aivn lives whiles he 
lived , rejoycing that they Nad, eſcaped his 
hands, ſaying; We have looked till aur eys blear- 
ed, waiting for 'the death of Ferod that Tyrant 
and blood-ſhedder that opprefled us with ſuch 
heavy yokeg ; that left us nothing to live on, for 
the tributes and- taxes that he laid upon us : yet 
now Archelans his ſon is worſe than he:Wherefore 
they conſulted together, and calt their minds and 
000d will toward A4ntipater the foh of Salumith, 
the Kings Siſter, one of the blood of Chaſmonany, . 
and went with him to Ottavian Augytie,requeſting” 
him to tranſlate the kingdom from eArchelars to 
Antipater ; but he would not gran: them their 
ſuit ; yea, he rather confirmed and aflured the 
Kingdom to Archelaus, who wrought wickedneſs in 
the ſight of the Lord ; 'for he married his brother 
| Alexanders Wife, that had children by 4lexander, 
and committed many grea: offences» 
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The ninth year of Arcvelass's raign,. it chanced 
upon a night he dreamed a dream , He thought be 
ſaw nine ears of corn, very good and full grown upon 
one ſtalk; then came 4 great Oxe and did eate thens 
2p all at one bit ; by and by he awaked and perceived 
it #48 adreams ;, therefore Calling one of the Sages 
of 1ſrael unto him,he ſhewed him his dream: The 
wiſe man ſaid this is the interpretation of it 3 The 

eares freſh and full, be the 9 years which thon 

aft reigned ; The great Oxe 1s the great King 
Ottavian Augyſt1 ;, This year thou ſhalt be remo- 
ved from thy kingdom, becauſe thou halt negle&- 
ed the word ofGod,and haſt married thy brothers 
wife; to this Archelaus anſwered him neither good 
nor bad, Within five dayes after, Octavian came 
towards Feruſalem ; ' and when Archelays went to 
meet himzhe pur him in priſon, depoſed him from 
the Kingdom of [ſrael, and made Antipas his bro- 
ther Kins in his ſtead; he turned his name alſo 
and called him Herod ; that done, he returned tg 
Rizye : Whiles Antipater was King, died the Em- 
erour Oftavian Auguſtuszthe 56 year of his raign, 
and Tiberius Ceſar {ucceeded him, | 
'* This Antipas alſo wrought wickedneſs, and ſun- 
dry abominations more than any that was before 
him : for he took his brother Philips Wife from 
him, which had already children by Philip ; for 
this ſhameful deed , Rabbi Fobn Bapriff the hjeh 
rae rebuked him, wherefore Antipas put him to 
eath. 
' There was at that time one Jeſus, a wiſe man, if it 
be awful to call birs a Man, for h: mas a morker of + 
| 58 ER. 
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wonderfull works , and 4 teacher of ſuch men a: plad= 
. ty did hear the truth ; and had many Diſciples, beth 
of. the Jews, and alſo of the Gentiles. This was 
»4; Chriſt. who, after be mas accuſed of the chief Ru» 
ler: of our Nation » and condemned by Pilate to be 
crucified, mas nevertheleſs much beloved by them, who 
loved him even from the beginning, To theſe he appear 
red the third day alive , according 4s whe Prophers by 
'D.vine inſpiration had told before , aſmell of this, . as 
alſs of many other things which ſhould be done by bims. 
And even to thi day the Chriſtian Seft, which took, 
their name of him, continueth, | 

Againſt this man eAntipas before named, came 
T iberizs Emperour of Rome 5 to whom when Anti- 
pa; repaired, he apprehended. him, laid him in is 
rons, and ſent him into Spain , where he died : 
Archelaus alſo that was depoſed hetore, diedin 
the time of this Tiberius raign. Then Tiberius 
made Aprippa ( the ſon of Ariſtobulus whom He- 
rod put to death, ), Antipas brother, King in hig 
ſtead. The time that Antipas raigned over 1ſraely 
was I1 years. In Agrippatime died Tiberizs Ce 
ſar, and Cains ſucceeded him : This Caixs called 
himſelf a God, and would ſuffer no man to wor-: 
ſhip any thing in bis Empire but himſelf : he con- 
tinued not long in this dignity , but decayed and 
died., Aſter him ſucceeded Clandins. 

Clandins being dead, Nero Ceſar was Emperor, 
Agprippa raigned over [ſ/rae] 23 years. In his time 
Nero ſore oppreſſed Iſrael, by ſetting cruel Preſ- 
dents over them , which left them nothing to live 
zpon ; and beſides chat, he puniſhed them with 

Bas. divers 
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diyers torments, untill at length they were con2 
Rrained to rebel againſt the Kowan Empire , and 
WeroCeſar; to rid chemielves from under his ſub- 
Jecion. And above all other, one Florws preſfi. 
gent and Captain of the Rowan Army, molt grie- 
vouſly oppreſſed the Fews, and had done many 
things very wickedly. For not onely he ſhed in- 
Hotent blood, raviſhing at his pleaſure , wayes, 
nd deflouring maids in the Cities of Fxda, but 
zlfo robbed with great craelty , every man of 
bis gv0ds, he polluted the Temple, and upon the 
beams thereof,he hung thoſe that he took aiſplea- 
Ture at. 

- 'Te chanced that Berovice, King Apripps's ſiſter, 


tame at that time to Feruſalems out of devotion to 


viſit the holy place, She ſeeing Flor violently 
oppreſs the people ,. and for payment of exaRtiong 
and'tallage to (lay many of them , even atthe en- 
trance of the Temple,ſhe came forth weeping uns 
to Florw,heſeeching him to ſpare the people z fos 
© pitied tnem. very greatly : Yer Flor relented 
nbthing : but when (he was departed from him he 
floited and mockt her, though ſhe were the Kings 
fiſter, and that in the Temple of the Lord, 

-* There was preſent at that time a valiant young 
man,Eleaſar the ſon of Anani the high Prieſt, He 
while his father was executing his-office , could 
not abide to ſee the 1ſrazlires ſo miſuſed at Fli- 
715 hands , but being kindled with a fervent zeal, 
founded a Trumpet, whereby there aſſembled a- 
bout him forthwith divers companies of young 


men, goodly warriours, by whoſe ayd he _

ple alſo came wholly the fpace of forty miles out 
of theCity of Jeruſalem to meethimzand fel down 
flat beſore him , crying, God ſave ourKing A-. 
grippa-. Buethe King (tadied all he might to pro- 
cure quietneſs and 'peace to the City and people. 
So be entred into ' Jeruſalem' accompanied with 
tyo.Nobtemen of Rowe, worthy Caprains, whom 
he bronght with him in histrain 53 And when he 
came inta'the midſt of the City , the people cry- 
ed mainly out npon him, ſaying ,. Deliver us, O 
King,” and let : hand, and help be'on our fide, to 
ſuccour us", for we nill never more be ander the Ro- 
manſ«6jettivon, The King hearing this, pitied the 
people very much ; notwithſtanding , he was not 
content that they were minded to Rebet againſt 
the Roman Empire.

With this Agripps fell on weeping, and ſo did 
alſo all the Elders with him, and the men of mcR 
wiſdom , the clief in all 7/rae!; yea Anani the 
high Prieſt alſo' conld not refrain from tears : 
Notwithſtanding, Eleazar.his Rout fon, with his 
routs of-warlike young men about him, they wept 
not at-all\, nor would hearken or give any ear to 
wholeſom Counſell, but all at once with their 
drawn ſwords, violently ruſhed upon the Roman 
Captains that came with Apgrippa and fleiy themy 
thezr men and all the mvititude that was _ 
nm 
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him, in Feraſalem, and Jaded. The Elders in Fam! 
dea, with the wiſeſt and goodlieſt Iſraelites, fee- 
ing what was done, departed from Feraſalem, fea- 
ring Nere, and the cruelty of the Romans : there- 
fore they took the Town of S10n, and remained. 
there ; for they would not be taken of the Romans: 
to be of the ſame confederacy with-the other : The 
ſeditious hearing that , took the Temple of the. 
Lord ; ſo ſeditzon and civil wars fell between the 
Seditious , and the Antients : For when Eleaſar 
heard, that the Elders and the heads of the peo- 
ple were fled: to the Mount Sion, he and his come . 


 pany.ſet upon them , prevailed againſt them, and 


{lew a great many of them. Aygripps perceiving the 
ower of the ſeditious grew apace, he ſent our of 
15 camp, where he lay withont the Town , two 

valiant Captains,one named Darim,the other Phj- 

lips, with 6000 men to ſuccour thoſe Elders and: 

Sages, that were defirous of peace : Theſe prevai- 

led againſt Elezaſar, and the ſeditious that took 

his partzmade a great {laughter of themzskirmiſh- 
ing for the ſpace of ſeven dayes together , and at 
length put them to flight, and purſued them to 
the Temple. From that time forth the wars in- 
creaſed more and more, berween Eleaſar and his 
complices, and Agrippa with his haaſt, and the Sa- 
es, Elders, and Princes that took their 'part. 

Upon a time when the Captains of Apgrippe ens 

tred theTemple,certain cut-throat murderersgrats 

ſed by the ſeditious, mixt themſelves amonglt the 
kings dands,and getting behind their backs,woun- 
ded them with daggers that they had under their 

jackets ; 
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kets; ſo that the Kings ſonldiers having Laun- 
ces, and great arming ſwords in their bands, 
fiich as they uſe in the wars, could not wield 
them in the preſs ; by this means many of them 
were {lains and the ſeditious got the viſtory, 
Thus Darias and Philippus with the Roman Army 
were pat to flight, and the Elders with the Sages 
that were defirous of peace, departed out of town, 
and fled to King Agrippa. Then had E/:aſar and 
the ſeditious the whole rule of the City, and all 
to their great damage ; for the fury of the fedi- 
tions increaſed to ſuch outragiouſneſs, that they 
ſer afire King eAgripps's houſe that he had in Fe- 
ruſalem, (ported all his treaſure, and all that was 
any thing worth they divided amongſt themſelves, 
They burnt the books of accompts, and bills of 
debrs, every one that were in his Palace. Be#0- 
nicr's houſe alſo the Kings fiſter they ſer on fire ; 
and they ſlew all the cunning Artificers that were 
Maſters of the Kings works ; ſo their rule and 
power in the Ciry,grew every day more and more 
orieyous than otner. 
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TN thoſe dayes dwelt the Fews and Aramites to- 
eether inall the Cities of Syria,amongft whom 
alſo was war waged : for the Ceſarians brougit 
the Romans into the Town againſt the Jews, and 
fleiv them as many as they could find in the Town 
The 
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The Damaſcians alſo conſpired” together, to Je= 
Rroy all the /ews that dwelt amongt them, which 
thing they kept ſecret from their wives , beciuſe 
for rhe-moſt part they favoured the [ewe religion: 
Therefore the Aramites tpon-a certain night ate 
med for the purpoſe, beſet all the ways and en 
eraticesirito the Town, and honſes alſo, and flew 
about teh thoufand of the [ewt, coming upon then 
unawares, when they were in their beds, nothing 
miſtraſting any ſuch matrer. * When the 7ews"'of 
Feraſalem heard how the Aramiter bad dealt with 
the '/ex5 in their Countrey', ſuddenly they 'put 
themſelves in-arms, and in a fury arid rage, hke 
2$ it had been Lions and Bears that had loft their 
whelps, they ran to Darnaſco, * burnt their holds; 
put the Damaſcians to the ſword;men,women,and 
children, even'the very ſucking babes : yea,their 
Oxen, Sheep, Camels, and Aſles, with all other 
Cattle, leaving none alive. And thus they dealt, 
with many Cities of the Syrians, [laying and kil- 
ling them, not ſparing either old or young, male 
or female, but deſtroyed all ir moſt cruel wilez e- 
ven the very Infants and ſucklings they hal'd fron 
' their mothers breaſts,and murthered them; inſe- 
much that all the whole land was full of 'the fink 
of the dead bodies that were ſlain, for there was 
no man left to bury the Carkaſes. So the Tews was 
Red all the Land of the Aramites, and had defiroy< 
ed it, had not Caſtins a Captain of the Romans de- 
livered Syria and the Country of Z apha. The -p86+-. 
ple therefore departed wholly from eAram,tore- 


turn into Fude4y and in the way they came ro Sei- 
| I | thyoſs _, 
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 thopolis a City in Syri4 intending to behege it, for 
it, was yet left untouched, and was very (trong:At 
that rime alfo the Jews and Arqmites dwelt toge» 
ther in-it. The J-»- therefore that were without, 


offered peace to the Fes that dwelt in the Town, + 


but they refuſed.it, and defied them, railing at 
them,and for their friendly offer, requited them 
with.opprobrious words,and with injuriesalſo. 
For4hoſe Jews that dwelt in the aforeſaid City, 
with the eArawmites, loved together like brethren, 
and for the moſt part, they were of the Levitical 
tribe, ſtout men and hardy. The hoſt of the Jews 
without the City ſaid unto them, we come friend- 
ly unto yow,and would aid you ; The other Fes 
' within anſwered: We will neither your friendſhip 


nor aid: The Army of the Jews bearing that,con- 


ſented and agreed to raiſe their fiege, togo to Fee 
ruſalem and there to remain; for they had a great 
booty of Gold and Silver that they. had gotten to- 
gether of che ſpoils of Syrja. | 

After this the Syriens that dwelt in Sithopolis 
ſaid to one another,. put caſe the Fews return a- 
gain, and make war upon us, ſurely if they ſhould 
ſo do, theſe /exs that dwell among us, would joyn 
with them, and .deliver up the City inte their 
hands,andthen would they be revenged upon us, 
.- and deftroy uszas they have done the other Cities 
of Syria: Therefore they agreed to ſay. unto the 
Tezs and mhabitants of the City with them, We 
underſtand your colntry men will inyade us again 
"and; make war upon us, wherefore - depart ye 
.. forth of the City with your wiyes and children

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and lodge in the wood nigh unto theCity,til their 
army be gone again, -and then you ſhall retucn 
unto tus, The [cms were content to fulfil thein 
minds, went out of the City, and, placed them- 
ſelves inthe wood, | | 
There was amonglt them-a certain young man' 
named Schimeon, a good man of war, fierce, big= 
made, and very ſtrong withall ; he in the favour 
of the Gentiles had flain many Tews, and deſtroy- 
ed much of the people of God.

ber, entred the Wood; and ſlew the 1rms, allthat 
ever they could find, to the number of thirteen. 
thouſand :' Schimeon himſelf with his father, and 
their families, bat pitched their tents nigh unto a 
fair fountain thac was in the Woodzto whom when' 
their enemies came to flay them, & deftroy their 
whole families, Schimeon ran upon thent with his 
drawn ſword, made a great {laughter of them, and 
conſtrained them to retire; Burwhen a great mul- 
tirude environed him, & he perceived all the re(t 
of the Iews were lain, be with the houſhold only 
reminins) neither ſaw heany way to eſcape 3 he 
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Reptupon alittle hill with, his naked ſword, ſays 
ing. Hearken unto.me ye Syrians and Remans,and 
Ye thatdwell in Scithopslss , I will ſpeak unto you 
a few words full, of. lamentation. Now [ perceive 
that juſtly 4nd not without a cauſe ye make war 4- 
.Lainſt me, without any favour or conſideration that 1 
delivered you from the hiſts of the Jews, and never 
* {rffered them to do any difpleaſure to youy your wives 
and children,nor to your City, as they had done to 0» 
they Cities of Syria.

ſurely faſtened, with ropes made of hemp and  { 
wier, tied to them : that when: the aſſaulters wilt | 
batter the walls, they puſh forward the beam ag:

faroff take hold of the ropes that come through the

+ Thus in many places thzy did wreſt,and wrench 
out the ſtones of the building, ſo that afterward 
the'waſl fallethdown, There be alſo other -man= 
ner of engines, as in iron Ram upon four wheels, 
bonnd with iron and faſtned wich iron nails. - To: 
this they make four feet , as hatha Ram, as rhe, 
bignels of the heam requireth. The biggeſt for 3 
the moſt part is thirty cubits long, and the leaſtÞ 
1s ten, And look how many feet tne Ram hath, 
ſo'many wheels hath it alſo, for eyery wheel hathyy 
his foot by him : and when chey- will batter the?

doors (they+were ſo afraid of thoſe - certible 
Hows, 1 Element); yet came thoſe deſperate 


s, the " Seditiong ont of the--T 
rew toward the walls without all fear, with 
faws and other inftruments, to cut aſunder che 

arrs of. the* gates.” And when the-craſbing of 
the thander and hail-was greateſt, then labour- 
ef they hardefi, jn wreſting- aſunderithe locks 
and bolts of the gates, left they ſhould be per- 
ceived. And ever when the thpnder=clap -was 
paſt;then ſtayed they and left, off till it came a- 
gain. Thus plaid they till they. bad broken 
and opened the gates, and let the Edomvites in- 
to the City : who being once come.in, wandred 
dere and there, 'forthat night, devifing how 
they might ſet upon the, Citizens of, the Towny 
and utterly defiroy them. 
They calPd out firſt their confederates, that 
remained in the Temple, bronght them thence, 
and joyned together with the Eqdomices, ſwea- 


cg 
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ring ohe to-another,” thar they ſhould be ' one 
le andone Army. * And forthwith being 
fo confederate together; they ſlew the'. ſame 
night, $500 of the people: of - God, alfgood 
men of God; all: men of War ; befides'in- 
qumerableother, thac they killed of the' comps 
. mon;people. - In the morning they-laid hands 
on'the rich men;"baled-them before rhe Judges, 
afid Ix. Elders, which otherwiſe is calle&Sax- 
hedrim,whom they called together: And there 
wicked -Jobochanan the 'Galilear, ſpake unto 
Them in this wiſe. 4 
' Why condemn-ye not thefe rich C9bs, thet 
have made 2 conſpirdcy with the "Romans, 7 
dexermine- to betray this holy City roy 
' tinds? namely, one 'Secbariabs a juft man, 


the Lord , and loved both;God and/man'; but 
for nis riches only which were great, this Jt 
hichanan (Captain of the” Seditious) + apptt- 
hended hitny willing the” Elders to.condemn 
lum'ro deach,, for that he _ had joyned itt 
rheir- enemies, (as be (aid) to betray theCis 
ty ro'them. The Prieſts, Elders, and Judges 
nearing” bis , words, "anifh, perceiving thit 
both k&andthe reſt of his bloady band, defi 
red nothing elſe than to make this man away, 
although they knew him to be moſt innocent; 
they weptand ſighed greatly : Fehochanan fet- 
ing them weep for Sechariabs, and that they 
would not condemn-him , reſpe&ting his juſtice 
and integrity ; Whar, quoth he, do you begin 
to mourn before there be any corpſe privines 


perfeR, ' godly, and verttous, one that feared | 
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I ould T ſhould never come where*God hath 
to do,but if e order'it thus i"-your judgments, 
ye ſhall be the firft that we wiltlay told'6f,and 
we Will fit in judgment our” ſelyes,' to diſcern 
che matter for the people of *Gedaccerding as 
we ſhall think' good. Ther lJayimg apart lf 
ſha me;with an 'obſtinate mind, the-wickedfore 
hoy ſed away Secharidbn, - cartyed him - out of 
the-place'of judgment, and oO 

the top of a high Tower, at the Eaftrend of tt 
Town, from whence they;caſt him-down head- 
long," and he died at the. walI-fice'ir' the vale 
of  F.eboſophat. The ciqe > yan 1 
fore -afraid-for their'own parts and the Judges 
alſo-with the*Bleers, ſeemg the, wickedneſs of 
Febochanan, andthe reft of rhe” Secirions; For 
qe aq oven” them watning and ſaid, 
xcept-ye give ſentence on every” man'that we 
ſhall bring unto/you, accordingts*our minds, 
be'ye aſſured, all ye ſhall go thefame way thar 
S echatzabn is'gont defore you. After thar they 
apprehended a juſt man, and a rich, elat was 
belaved of all the Town, whoſe name' was Ge- 
rinianz furnamed Valiant, and he was a 'valiant 
man indeed, moſt expert in wars, chereto wiſe 
2nd witty, and a man of a pure and perfeR life, 
onethat was ever the formoſt in'/bartel," when- 
ſoever they had any confli& againſt the Gentiles 
that befieged Feraſglem: And this was his ac- 
euſtomed mannerz* when rhe enemies marched 
to Joyn battel with the Few, he would-- run 
vpon- them with all his might, and make 
ſuch4flarghter of them , that in ſpight of 
their 
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their hearts he. would force them ro retire 
and by that means his body was full of skars, 
his face and head. wonderfully mangled with 
the wounds that he had received in the battels, 
that he had beenin for the people of the-Lord ; 
yet now becauſe he would not follow the villa- 
is mind of Febochanan, and take his part, Je 
commuted tum to be apprehended, 
and brought before him,and when he was came, 
ſaid'thns unto him 3 Make thy Will, and ſer thy 
tobſe in order, we confeſs thy ſelf unto the 
'Lofd, echo al neway with thee but death: 
nd ſo they-led him our of -the Towg: to kill 
bim. « tet thereſhould:be anybukneſs about 
hisdeath;if he had been pur to.death within'the 
Town ; fozall the Citizens of Feraſalem loved 
him, andhe likewiſe loyed. theme, When they 
were come to the place of.exectition, Gorinias 
fell down before themzand beſought theni with 
rears inthis.wiſe ;; Seeing ye have ſodetremi- 
ned that ye willneeds ſlay. me; when ag not- 
wichſtanding I have committed no crime, nor 
ce, and that ye will in no wiſe ſpare 
me although be innocent; as, you know. well 
enough your ſelyes ; | yet I beſeech you, let me 
Obtain this one thing at your hands, that, you 
would do ſo munch at. leaft wiſe at my requef, 
as to bury my body ; other favour I defire not- 
They. made him anſwer, If,thou had(t not ſpo- 
ken tous thereof, we ad thought to have 
done it, for ſo we were determined with our 
ſelves ; but now, ſecing thou art ſo bold as te 
demand this of us, we wall flay thee, bur butial 
get- 
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oetteſt chou none 3 tby body ſhall be calt forth .. 
anto-the beaſts of the earth, and fowls of the 

ail. Gorinion yet beſought them to the con- 
trary, untill che moſt cruel /ehochanan ſtruck 
him, and ſlew him, and after-threw out his bo- 
dy tothe beaſts of rye field 3- This done, they 

returned into the City. _ Cat $ =-4 
_ Vefpafian in the mean ſeaſon drew nigh toTe+ 

ruſalem ; for he had pitched his tents at Ceſarea, 
where he relieved his Army, and paid his ſoul- 
diers great wages, wherefore they tarried 1n 
the City many days : For when Ve#Þajian un- 
derſtood of the wars of /eruſalem, he ſaid unto 
his people, Let us make no haſte to behege /e- 
ruſalem, till ſuch time as they have ſlain one 
another among. themſelves, and fo at length 
their pride will be pulled down, waen as they 
ſee themſelves waſte away ith cruel war, hun-. 
ger,and thirſt. For /, i fan was a wonderful 
politickman in all feats of war, and his wiſe 
dom never turned him to mors commodity , 
than by this device only, Sohe ſojourned ar 
Ceſarea, with his men many days: _ In the 
mean ſeaſon, the people of Jers/alem made war 
upon Fehochanan, and his.complices, till innu- 
meradle of them were deſtroyed. Some of them 
were {lain with ſwords, ſome the Seditious kil- 
led with ſhoit daggers. For cercain of. the Se-. 
ditioug carryed ſhore daggers ſecretly under 
their garments, herewith they would come ſo 
ſuddenly upoa an honeſt and jaſt man, and 
thruſt ham to'the hearty thathe (ſhould fall down. 
O dad 
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gead inthe place , without knowledge who 
truck him : So by this means what with ſwords 
in open fraies, and what with daggers ſecretly, 
many of the people were ſlam, and far more 
that way than by the Romans, inſomuch that 
naw yery few Citizens were left alive. Thug 
when FJehochanan had gotten the upper hand of 
the City, he ſent an Army out of Jerx/alemy to 
o0 and take the Cities that had made peace 
with YVefpafian, which they ſacked and razed to 
the ground, and whomſoever they found there- 
in, Romans, or Jews, they flew : Yea, Jehocha- 
nan went with them Iimſelf, ſpoiling and car- 
rying awayall the riches that they found in 
them. They took alſo the City Gerara, that 
ſtood beyond Jordan, whereas they remained. 
The inhabitants of Feruſalem, both Prieſts, El- 
_ ders, and the reſt of the people, ſent Embaſſs- 
dours to Ve#þapan, to defire peace of him, and 
ſuccour againſt Jebochanany and his wicked rad- 
ble, which daily in the Town ſlew very many 
of the people of God. The Citizens alſo of Ge- 
rara ſent Embaſladcurs unto VF aſian, ſaying 3 
If thou wilt be Lord over the Land of Judea, 
and the City of /eraſ4/em, and defireſt to aſſure 
tie rule thereof, and eſtabliſh it unto thee, then 
nearken unto our counſel, and come unto us 
without delay, to deliver us from the hands 
of lebochanan, and the wicked ſeditious per- 
ſons, that with ail their might [endeavour t0 
ſpoil a!{ onr goods, and toget the dominion 
OVCr Us, 2! wives, and children, to none other 

pure 
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purpoſe, than -by that means co deſtroy us tt« 
rerly, that nv remnant of us ſhould be lefr, If 


' ſobe thou wilt come, and valiantly withſtand 


them with thy power, we-will alſo fight again 
them in the Town, till they be -all flain, and 
then thou ſhalt þe our Lord ; And that done, 
thou mayeſt go toleruſalem without any impe- 
diment,or hindrance of any man ; for they al- 
ſo of that City defire the ſame, and would glad- 
ly become ſubjects unto the Romans. 

When as therefore YVe#þaf;an heard the peti- 
tions of the Citizens of Gerara, he took his 
journey thicher to ſuccour them, and deferred 
to 20 to Jeruſalem, But Tehochanan heard of his 
repair, wherefore he {l:iy the chief Governour, 
of Gerara, and got him our of the Town wich 
his companions, .and took them. to. their feer, 
determining to flee into a cert2in wood:#eiþ44 
fan having knowledge thereof, made afcer ' 
them, ſending out Poligorus , who overtook: 
taem,and made a great (laughter of them, And , 
in his return toward Gerara, upon [ordan fide, 
he 11ght upon much people going to /eruſalems , 
that rhey might eſcape.together with the Sedi- 
tious. Them' Poligorus drove back to the Ris, 
ver, wiere he ſſew 13. thouſand of them ; the 
reſt leaped into Jordan, and. were drowned, to 
the number of gr. thouſand men, women , 
and children, with much Cattel that were all 
drowned togethet in the River , infomnch 
that the channel of Jordan was ſo ſtuffed, and 
ſtopt with dead bodies, that the witers roſe. 
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and ran oyer the banks here, and there into the 
fields, and plains : yet at the length the waters 
increaſed, and bare the carkaſes down the Ri. 
ver, as far as the ſea of ' Sodom,which is the ſea 
of Pitch, otnerwiſe called the ſalt-Sea z. and 
all the banks of Fordan lay full of dead bou 
dies. 

After this, YVe#þaſian took his journey from 
thence,and went into the land of Edom, where 
he won two ſtrong Cities, the one called Lega- 
rith, the other Cephar Toco, and ſlew ten thou- 
ſand of the people thereof, leading the reſt a« 
way in bogdage. Thence he diſlodged , and 
Eame to a Town call'd Chamath Gedi, which he 
ſubdued. In this City were well-ſprings of hot 
waters, from whence the hot baths of Tiberia 
bave their Original. The natural Philoſe- 
phers and Aſtronomers of that Country, held 
an Opinion that theſe are the heads of all the 
hot Well-ſprings in that whole Country. De- 
parting from thence, he came to Samaria and 
' won it. 

Then repaired he again all the T owns that 
he had ſubdued, and made up their walls, pla+ 
cing Garriſons therein, to aid him, what time 
he ſhould beſfiege Feryſalem. That done, he re- 
turned to {eſarea, to take muſter of his whole 


Army, and prepared to go to befiege Ieruſ« | 


lem. | 
But in the mean ſeaſon, came Meflengetrs 
from Reme , and brought him word that Nero 


tze Emperour was dead, and how that as he |,

Lord came down from- heavens and. fe!l upon 

him, that he dyed for it, . - 7 + | 

 After' whom reigned; Galba,-not, one whole 

ear : for,afore it was fully ended,. he was ſlain 
by the noble men of Rome ; . and Katellize crea- 
ted in his ſtead; a fool, yet aſore; cruel man, 
much given to Drunkenneſs, -fo.that he wag in 
all points unworthy of the Row4n Empire. 

- The Noble men' of Zowe that were with, Voſ- 
pafian hearing this, greatly diſdained at that 
matter, and faid, Was there, never +a Noble 
man in Rome left, to be placed-in the Empire, 
but ye muſt,chooſea drunkeg+wine-ſucker # 
why did ye not rather ele& the--migbty Prince: 
V esþaſ;ian that 18; here with us, .a,, Sage, and 4 
Wiſe man,,. thereto alſo,moftyaliane, one. that 
conquered many Cities; and-yanquiſhed many 
Nations,andthaſe moſt fieree 2/- What puiſſanc 
Kings hath he ſubdued under- the Kowan Em- 
pire > How far ang wide hath he enlarged the 
Empire:of the Romans 2 ' And-nqw:when as. the. 
Empire ought to have been beftowed upon Yes, 
pafian, or ſome 'onelike., unto him, and none. 
ſuch could be found amongR you, ye beſtow it 
upon a foal,and a blowbole drunkard, wherein 
ye have done very undiſcreetly..Well,the Em- 
pire of Rome ſhall have a better Emperour one 
day,and God ſay Amen. 

Vhnereupon the Princes that were therel[aid 
their heads together, and decreed ro make 
Fe/pafan Emperour. Therefore with one con=- 

O 3 ſent 
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fent they went unto Fefþafian, and ſaid untg 
hims Thou'ſhale be our head, for the Empire 
belongeth to ſuch a one, and thou ſhalt haye 
Dominion over-ts. | But Ye afian refuſed to 
rake it on himy and would in no wiſe conſent 
to them. Notwithftanding they compelled hiny, 
and placed Ni tþbn the Throne of Majeſty, 
ſettins'an' Titperial Crown ipon his | head; 
which he would'have put aways and pulled off 
with his hand becauſe he would riot be Empe. 
rour, Wh&refore the Roman Captains drew 
6tt their ſwords and'(aid; Thou ſhale be Emx. 
perour and feign over us, therefore” refuſe it 
noe: 'if thon"doz"thow thalr': dy- upon our 
ſwords. Ve$#þ.mn'therefore ſeeing himſc1f con« 
ſtrained, beirſg afraid of his life, he was con- 
tent to ſuff2rHiinſelF- to be procliimed Empe- 
rour. Tnen all the” Army*was {worn unto him; 


and he fate yponthe 'royal ſear, 'as Emperout 


and King of Kings. - 

The civil wars at' 1:-aſalem encreaſed more 
and more, atid" fue bloud+was thed: through 
the wickednefsVf 7:h64hanits, Captain of the 
theeves, a limb -of 'the' Devil, and through 
the 'cut-throat © murtherers that - were with 
nim, who had alt even ſworn the utter deſtru- 
con of the City of the Lord, and the deaths of 
the people. 

There was alſo another cut-throat R-þ4n, 
Of a noble honſe of Tudea and Teryſalem about 
the ſame. time, called Schim:onz who began 
alſo to follow /:hichanan: manners in flaying 
ads 10n9- 
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innocents, and robbing and raving in {eryſa- 
lem, For Anani the High Prieſt had once ap- 

inted him Prince and chief Caprain of /ery- 
ſalew : and-afterwards finding him an enemy, 
baniſhed him the City. Wherefore Schimeon 
went-and gat him a rout of unthrifts, ' murthe- 
rers, - and 'theeves, caſting in his mind, and 
ſaying, Except I joyn my ſelf with ſuch good 
fellows, I ſhall never be able to be revenged 
of Anan} and his affiſtan*s, that have thus ba- 
niſhed me out of /eruſalem into exile wrong» 
fully, unto my great diſhonour. Shall I that 
have been in ſuch eſtate, now be caſt out of 
my dignity, and be conſtrained to wander 
here and there. as a baniſhed man? He went 
therefore through all the Cities of Indea and 
Galilee, cauſing to be proclaimed in the ſtreets 


and market places, and fſenc his letters where 


he could nor come himſelf, in this manner 
and form : #hoſoever liſteth ro be rid from the 
bondage of his maſter, or bub had any injury. in 
bu Country, or what ſervant ſoever defireth to 
be ſet at liberty, or who ſo- cannot abide the rale 
of bis Father or Maſter ; all that be in debt, 
and ſtand in fear of their Creditors, or fear the 
lens for ſhedding any innocent bloud, and there» 
fore lurketh ſolitarily in woods or mountainsy, if 
there be any man that is accuſed of any notori- 
04 crime, and in any danger therefore, To le 
ſhort, whoſoever. is diffoſed to rob and to do 
injury and wrong, to haunt whores, to ſteal, 
to murther, to eat and drink at other mens coſt y 
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-vithout labout of ' bis hands, let bim. reſort toms] 
1 will deliver him frons the yoak and danger of the 
-laws, and will \ find him bu fill of booties an 
#1;. There aflembled unto bim abovt 'twen; 
ty thouſand-men, - all Murtherers , Theeves, 
Rebels, Lawleſs perſons, wicked and Seditions 
£nen.-'- : I; 
Then began Schimeonalſo torvex the” Iſrae- 
lites,- xo turn all upſide down whereſoever he 
came. When the Citizens of Jeruſalems'y the 
Prieſts ; Elders , and Anani- heard tidings of 
Schimeons deſpightful wickedneſs, how- he held 
on-{till opprelſing*the people of Gad,they were 
very. penfive, ſaying : - Now will this fellow 
more trouble us than Jebochanan, - be he never 
ſo cruel. They conſulted therefore. and agreed, 
ſecretly to ſend''a power againſt him)! that 
might ſuddenly fall upon'him, and overthrow 
him.  Peradventure (ſay they) they may ſlay 
him, or take him alive, before this wickedneſs 
grow to further- imconvenience, and joyn him- 
ſelf with our foes ; then ſhall they afſail us both 
within the Town and without. * 
* They ſent out therefore againſt him a great 
Army of 1ſraelites and Few, with Chariots and 
Horle-men, afhd: footmen in great number, 
which came where the Camp lay, and found 
him in the corn fields deſtroying of the grain, 
pulling, down of barns, and burning all both 
corn and Olive-trees : Then the Feruſolemites 
divided their Army, & ſet upon Schimeons tents 
ſuddenly, fmote them down, and made a great 
ſlvghter upon the Sedttious. But 
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{:\Batſhorcly afrer, Schimeon "gat the upper 
handof the People of God, fortie'came 'upon 
them in the night ſeaſon, and”made a ſore 
laughter amongſt them ; Then they that re- 
maitied,: took themſelves to flight rowards Je- 
wuſal am; and Schimeon purſued them, killirig 
them Unto the hard gates of Feraſa/em, ſo that 
many of them were ſlain in the way, and very 
few eſcaped. 

e\ Aſeerthis,Schimeon went and moved war up- 
onthe Edowites,to ſubdue them unto himſelf , 
whichbefore were under the Dominion of the 
Ferufolemites. Andfirſt, he came to the 'Ciry 
Aſaz"-otherWiſe catled Gaza, for it was the firft 
City within the borders of Edom, as men came 
from 'Ferbſalew. But the Edomites mer him in 
the field in great number, and joyned dattel'z 
neither part”'had'the ViRtory z therefore at 
length they retired doth. Fate c 
'- \Ther-was Schimwnin fo greata-rage; when 
#$ he:c6uld not overcome theſe -Edowiter, 'that 


' he-witht him our of his life. So he'ceaſed fight- 


ig a while, and encamped-himſelf in the bor- 
ders'of the Land'of Edow, right againſt it,' and 
there abode, thinking to ſet upon them at an. 
other time. And ashe was deviſing how to or- 
der all things, there came unto him an Edomite 
called Facob, one of the chiefeſt men among 
them,atnd a Warriour. He hearing of Schimeon's 
Proclamation, ivas moved to come and enter a 
League with him, and therenpon ſaid unto 


him : Never” let it diſcomfort thee, that thon 
" couldeſt 


xB6s ZheWars of the Feit, 
couldeſt not-overcome the Edomices at thefirft, 
battel : If thou wilt be ruled by my ceunſet, 
thou ſhalt win all the Cities 4n the whole land, 
and I will deliver them znto thy hands, 

'  Schimemn detired tu know how : therefore 
ſaid. he, Letus hear thy counſel, and ſhew.ug 
how it may be brought about, and when it. is 
come to paſs, then will we honour thee, and 
regard thee accordingly. | 

[acob ſaid, Give me one half of thine, Army, 
which I will lead with me into an ambuſh: then 


ſhalt thouw-in the morning betimes ſet thy. men | 
in array againſt the Edomites for a ſtale z and. 


when thow-ſhalt perceive them to come againſt 
_ thee, then make as thouga thou fAleddeſt,, until 

thou haſt Raled.them out of the Town into the 
fields tojpurſue thee. 

- Then-will I with my men come out of aur 
bd make ſpeed to the gates, where we 
ſhall kill the —I# ws and ſudden y entex the 
Townzand killing all chat we find there, ſec up 
a flag \upon-the Tower of the Town. Then when 
the Edowites ſhall ſee that, their hearcs will be 
dead for ſorrow ; and ſo mayeſt thou turn again 
upon themyzand beat them down at thy pleaſure: 
Or if thoulike not this deyice, hear yet another 

way. I have been a Captain againſt them a long 
while,therfore I will return in the night ſeaſon 
into the Town; if the Watch examine me from

Schimeons Camp,whither I went as a Spy 3 Then 


willI goto the Elders of the Tojvn, and detire 
them 
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them to let me have a company of the beſt 
ſoutdiers, and I will bring Schimeon 1ato thefp 
hands,ifhe ſet upon us again. For I have view 
ed che Camp, ' and his power, and underſtand 


that he intends to morrow to fall on us, which 
thou ſhalt do indeed. 'And when thou ſeeſt me 


\ to iſſue out againſt thee, thou ſhalt ſet thy 


Spear in the Reſtzand come towards me ; then 
will I take me to flight, and caſt a fear in the 
Edomites hearts , that they ſhall flee alſo; 
which done,thou mayeſt purſue and flay them, 


at thy pleaſure . overcome them, and enter 


the Town ; then that Town great eAſa once 
rakenzthou ſhalt quickly win all the reſt. When 
Schimeon heard this; he went and deliberated 
with his own Councel , and they liked the laſt 
advice beſt, wherefore that they concluded up- 
on. $0 Facob the Edowite returned by night 
to” Aſa, and declared to the Ancients of the 
Town, how he had been in Schimeons Camp, &:

ee, they took them(ſelyes likewiſe to flight e. 
very man:then Schimeon purſuing, made. a great 


flaughter of them,and won the Town, brioging: 


them under his -ſubje&tion. And when he-ha

the Edomites, and'{poiled their goods, which 
was very much z the.reſt that he cook priſoners 
and kept alivey. he made peace wirthal,”and

..; Aker that, he departed from thence, accom» 
panzed with.40000. good fighting.men,part Es. 
dowiites, -an1 part Fes, and, came to- Chebrong 
which he - won, and deſtroyed .all their grain, 
and-corn fields-, Yet afcer, he repaired their, 
Walls,aad ſuch of them as were'left alive,made 
peace with Sthimeon, who receivedthem into 
League with him, and they became his. men, 
and followed him in all his Wars. So he dif« 
todged from thence with all higArmy, which by 
the acceſſion of the Chebronires was now \van- 
defully encreaſed, and determined to invade 
lerwſalem, _ 
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And when he came nigh unto the City, he 
ranged here and there, deſtroying the fruits 
that ' were upon the ground, and alſo ' their 
corn. 

Captain Iebochanan having intelligence of 
Schimeons coming to befiege the Town, and 
how he kad deſtroyed the fields, thought to 
have gone out of Jeruſalem, and ro fight with 
him, bur he durſt not ; for his Spies had told 
him that he ſhould not be able to overcome 
him, he had ſo puiſſant an Army, and ſo well 
appointed, Yet nevertheleſs he iſſued out, and 
lay in ambuſh for Schimeon. In the mean ſpace, 
by chance Schimeons wife (that was fled out of 
Leruſalem, with her men and women (ervants 
rowards her husband, for fear leſt ſhe ſhould be 
{lain for her husbands ſake, if ſhe ſhould have 
tarryed at /eryſalem) paſſed by where he lay in 
his ambuſh : Her he took, and brought again 
to Jeruſalem, not a little proud ef ſich a preys 
thinking, Now we ſhall have Schimeon at our 
pleaſure,ſecing we have his Wife our priſoner: 
he loveth her ſo entirely,thathe wall do for her 
lake whatſoever we will have him. This came 
to Sebimeon; ear,who had taken that time many 
of Tehochanan's men, and cut off their right 
hands, ſending them with ſuch ſhame to /era- 
ſalem to their maſter. He ſent moreover Em- 
baſladours to /chochanan, willing him to ſend 
him his Wife,in ſuch ſort, that ſhe mighr come 
to him with all that was hers: or if he refuſed 
to doit, hs ſhould be extreamly handled ; for

he would take the Town ere it were long) and, 


' to Fehorhanan's ſhamegcut off the hands and legs 
of all them that did inhabat it. | 


ebichanan hearing this, was ſore afraid, and ' 


all char were with him, and therefore they ſent 
him his Wife 5 whereupon Schimeon kept nim 
within the Town. And as Schimeon played 
the Tyrant- without, ſo likewiſe did ' Febo- 
thanan within, For Jehochanan's ſouldiers 
raviſhed the 1ſraclites Wives, and ſhed inn9- 
cent blond. | 

Shortly after, Schimeon lefr the Town for 7 
ſpace, and returned into /d#mea; for he had 
word that the men of moſt powerzand the rich- 


eſt ſort of that Country rebelled, Wherenpon. 


he ſacked and ſpoiled all the Towns of Idame, 
and left them nothing : infomuch that he was 
become very rich, and then returned to Fers- 
ſalemi, bringing the Edomites wholly with him) 
that were meer for war : and many of the Jew! 
reſorted to him, and with his power he be- 
fieged leruſalem, even at the very gates, Yet 
the Tyranny of /thochanan and his Complices 
ceaſed not, but increaſed more and more daily 
in Jergſalem, infomuch that they taught the Ci- 
tizens of Jeryſalex to murder their neighbours, 
and to commit Adultery with their Wives : by 
wiich'means fornication was rife and common 
an the City. Yea,many of the people and youth 
thaved their beards, letting the hair of their 
heads grow, and accompanied themſelves with 
women,that they might exerciſe thzir adultery 

ſaſer, 
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' fafer,and nat be eſpied ; which fin did wonder- 
par bay un the City of Jeruſalem, and withour 


donbt furthered the deſolation thereof, The 
cates alſo of the. Town were cloſed up, that no 
man might go in nor out. And whoſo went 
out, fell into the hands of. Schimeon, and was 
ſlain : they that tarried within,were conftrajn- 
ed to ſee before their faces,their ſhame in every 
ſtreet and corner; and if any found, faulc, he 
was ſlain ftraight by lebochanan, that moſt cruel 
Captain of the ſeditious Rebels. 

The Citizens therefore ſeeing the tyranny 
of Tehochanan, to be without meaſure, they at- 
ſembled all rogether, and encountred with :- 
bochanan, and were (lain a wonderful ſort of 
them in that conflict, And except the Edomiites 
that were fled to /era/alem from the tyranny of 
Schimeon, bad ſuccoured the Citizens, the whole 
people of 7eryfalem had been utterly. deſtroy- 
ed, and ſlain every mothers ſon by lehochanar 3 
his power was ſo great. | 

Then Azani the High Prieft, and the other 
Prieſts, with the ancient, faithful, and Sages, 
and the reſt of the people of /eruſalem ;, ſecing 


. the wickedneſs. of. ebochanan, and that they 


could not ſnffer it any longer, conſulted toge- 
ther to deliver the Town to Schimeon, and 
dring him in, and make him their King, to help 
them againſt /ehochanan, whom they took to de 
far worſe than Schimeon, hoping that it might 
come to paſs, that Schimeon ſhould ſlay 7e- 
bechanan at length. They ſent therefore Amit 

rhe 
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| the high Prieſt to Schimeon, to bring him into 


the:-Town 5 But Schimeon craftily denyed-'it, 


ſaying; What ſhould I come into the Town to 
you that hate me, and of late baniſhed me your 
Town? Yet they ceaſed not, bur ſent the ſame 
Amittai to him again, to Entreat him in the 
name of all the people, to come into the City. 
And by this means, upon a certain night ap- 
pointed,heentred into /eraſalem with his whole 
Army:Notwithſtanding, he was no ſooner with- 
in the Town, bur he brakes his promiſe and 
league that he had made with the Citizens; 
and whereas he had promiſed to ſuccour them; 
and aid chem now he was altered, and became 
their enemy, joyning himſelf with /ehochanan: 
And thoſe two Rebels reigned in the City of 
leruſalem by courſe, one ohe moneth, and an- 
other another. So,where before Schimeons com- 
10g, they thought much to bear the yoke and 
opprefiion of one ſedit:ous perſon, now. were 
they conſtrained to hold down th2ar ſhoulders, 
and bear the yoke of two. 

Yet within two days after, there fell a vatie 


ance and diſcord between [ehochanan and Schi-. | 


meon, about Eleazar the Prieſt, the ſon of Anani 
the high Prieſt. This Eleazar was the beginner, 
and firſt ſower of ſedition amongſt the 1ſrae- 
Fites, whom Schimeon would now have put 
to death, to be reyenged of his facher. that ba- 
niſhed him out of /eruſalem 5 but lebochanan 
took Eleazars part, and defended him; For 
Eleazar was alwayes Iehochanan's friend, = 
a1de 
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aided him, - His father was high Prieſt,and bare 
a great-rule in Jersſalem , wherefore Eleazar 
was. of a great eſtimation and ahthority with 
the Elders , ſo that they durſt not apprehend 
him; and his father alſo looked negligently an+ 
to him, and let himdo what. he lift, becauſe ke 
had no more ſons but him. . $o he was the figtk 
thac aſſembled naughty perſons together , and 
held ever on Fehechanans fide, from: his firſt 
coming to Jeruſalem, And for his-ſake, fell divi- 
fion and difſention betweep lebochanan , and 
Schimeon, ſo that they became enemies, and 
warred the one upon che. other ever gfrer, as ws. 
ſhall declare hereafrer,

N this while, /e#þaþan had ſent Antony, and 

AMinkiminw, (two Noble men, and of his 
Council) to Kome againſt F itefiaw , that they 
might make him out of the way , and thzn 
would he come to Rome toreceive theImperial 
Crown there, | | 
Theſe wo Captains went therefore and raji- 
ſedan Army, by waoſe aid they ſet upon Fj- 


_ tellivss, and flew him not without much ado ; for 


there were {lain that day at Rawe , 86 thouſand 
good men of war. When Veffafan bad word 
that he was diſpatched , he made ſpeed 
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to'Reme. to his Coronation , dividing firſt his 
Army into two parts ;z whereof he rook the one 
with him to Rome , as a fafegard for himſelf 
whatſoever ſhould happen,and the other he left 
with Tir his ſor $o-beſiege Jeruſalem withall. 
So departing, he feſt his fon Tire at Alexane 
dria;commanding him-to remain there,till ſuch 
time a$ he ſhould fignifie unto him otherwiſe 
by his Letrers,and ſhew him what he ſhould doy 
and that in nowife he ſhould attempt the ſiege 
of Feruſalem in the mean ſpace. 7itms anſwered, 
I fhall do ( dear Father ) according «nto your 
commandment ,, for to yow it belongeth to coms- 
mand, and unts me to obey. 

F:ſpaſian took with him King Aygrippe , and 
| Mmnabis his ſon, he feariog leſt they would re- 
bell, and me Foſeph Prieſt and priſoner alſs 
faſt hound in chains;for ſo had his Conncel mo- 
ved him, ſaying « We cannot ſay the contray, 
bur that we have found no figne of rebellion m 
| Foſeph hitherto y neither think we that he hath 
gone about any 3 but, Who can tell when we are 
gone hence, whetner he will not flee to Jeruſe- 
{em,and help to ſet thera at unity and concord z 
then they make him their King, and after he be 
the forer enemy unto us ? Belices this , "you 
thall have need of him in this journey, he being 
a man of ſuch great prudence, and wiſdom 


that whoſoever. followeth his counſel, fhall. 


bring his matters to geod and ſortunate ſc- 
cls, Vſpafian liked well their advice, and took 
dim priſoner with him , together with King 
| $ Agripp 
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Aprippaand his ſon : albeit they had no irons 


n them, neithet on hand, or foor, but only 


; had their Keepers appointed them, that 'they 


ſhould nor Rep afide.” | | 

And as Yofpafin drew nigh Rome , all the 
Citizens came forth to meethim, and received 
him wich great joy,» and mighty Shews. Then 
he commanded thatT ſhould be put in priſon, 
but eApgrippa and his ſon he let go at liberty, 
The next day aſſembled all the Senate of Rome, 
to create Y ſpaſian Emperour, after the mans 
ner of the Romans, with whom was Agripp« and 
his ſon. I alſo entreaced rhe Jaylor to ler me 
have Keepers with me, and ,ſo to bring me to 
the place where he ſhould be Crowned Ceſar : 
which the Jaylor granted me , and went with 
me himſclt to the place, and brought me where 
I might ſee all that was done. Within few 
dayes after , VeÞaſian took diſpleaſure with 
Ayrippa , upon the information of certain evil 
dilpoled perſons, that had ſlandered him, and 
perſwaded Vef4/jan that he went avout to re- 

bel}, and hoiy he had ſent tetrers unto Ferſa- 
lem, concerning the ſame matter 5 wherefore 
- eiþaſan put both him and his fon Aunabas, to 

earth, 

This beſel three years 8nd a half before the 
deſtru&ion of Jeruſalem. Moregver, before this 
deed,the continual Sacrifice ceaſed, for a thon- 
ſand, two hundred;'and ninety dayes, as it is 
written in Dan. Chap, t2. And from the time 
that the continual Spgrrifice ſball be taken anay;

that:was offering facrifice, lay-upon the earth 
together with his offering. And when ny 
man would offer” any ſacrifice ſtraight way 
one or Other of the 'Seditious-would ftep' to 
him and killtim; that the blood! of the ſacrifice 
and ſacrificer, ſhould be minglet together ;In 
ſomuch that the-payement 'of-rhe Temple be- 
ing all of Marble , -was tnadefo flippery with 
the blood and fat of then tnat were ſlain, rhat, 
no man cofild goupon it without fafling. And 
' thePrieſt ſhould no ſooner lay hafids onthe ſa- 
ctifice , bit he wa#flain,; and fAaight another 
dead body ſhould fatt- upon him; ttrapger or 
other, they ſpared'none : So thus the dead bo- 
dies of the good arid bad, clean and unclean, 
' wicked ' and- 'vertuous , theef- and true man, 
lay one- upon* another , and their blood mixt 
together in' the thidft of the Temple, without 
reſpect of any man, of what degree or condi- 
tion ſoeyer he were : Wuerefore the fight and 
ſlaughter 
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laughter was .great ». both in the Town , and 
in.the Tem ple. Nay,whomſaeyer the Seditioug 
overcame » they ſet fire on. their houſes alſo ; 
whereby the fice took into the great mens hou. 
ſes that wete-nigh the Temple,; and: into. the. 
ſtore-hapſes,whereas againſt cimes of neceſſity, 
and befieging of the Town , were laid, up in 
fore; corn, wine, and oyl ,, to the number of 
a thouſand and four hundred tore» houſes, all 
filled full of. vituals. For the Elders and other 
godly men, what time as Fe afian was in - Ga- 
lilee, they made up the doors of thoſe Garner. 
houſes, and laid in viuals into themy ſuffici- 
ent for two hundred thouſand men twenty 
years, and now in this one battel of the Sedi- 
tious they were burnt every one,[tick & Rane; 
which was a ſpeedy caufe of famine, and hunger 
in Jeruſalem, | 
Atthe ſame time alſo , the Seditioug pulled 
' down and razed all the fair houſes, and goodly 
buildings, that there ſhould be no Monument 
of any Noble houſe , lefc to any mn the City of 
leryſalem. $0 thus yau ſee at that time the Lord 
viſited the Citizens of Jersſalem with four kind 
of plagues, ſword, peſtilence, hunger, and fire: 
delides this) a fift was added, theruine and de- 
cay of all. deautiful and glorious buildings. 
And whereſoever a man turned him, there was 
nothing but deſolation, . pollution, (namely of 
the Temple and all holy things) uproars, with- 
Out all reſt and refuge ; no help, no ſuccour, 
but e yery corner of /eruſalers was full of how- 
batted | ling, 
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ling, an&ylling,wailing and weeping, ſobbing 
ed ghing of Nom :nd' children. Hers 
ſhould ye hear the roaring& 'groaning of wouy- 
ded 'ment j not yet thorough 
mournibg and lamentatiorrof the Elders, youn- 


oer'children crying out for hunger; to be ſhort, 


moſt ſorrowſul oppreſſion of theny that lived, 
done by the Seditions: Such lamentations were 
made every where, that happy and fortunate 
was he that before 'this day died y and unhappy 
and in « woful caſe wete all ſuch as remained 

alive to'ſee this day: | | 
All theſe things when I oſeph heard ey dings 
of , I tore my hair with my hands, and caft 
aſhes on my beard , fitting in great ſorrow on 
the ground, bewailing the miſery and calami- 
ty of Jeruſalem, And ithis lamentation made 
Foſeph upon Feruſalem: How is the City (quorh 
he ) laid waſt, that was wont to de more hap- 
py and more renowned than-all the Provinces 
upon the- eafth ? How is che City that was 
heretofore*in ſuch highneſs and dignity , now 
brought under the foot, through the ſons of 
the Citizens thereof 2 Whereas ſometime was 
the dwelling place of the fairhful , now bear 
rule there fiich men as provoke and ſtir Gods 
wrath againſt it, and cemn it away from theit 
God , waſting it as Theeyes. In the whict 
ſometime remained the brightneſs of the God- 
bead,it is now become a by-wordzand mocking 
ſtock ro the enemies , repleniſhed with blood 
of wounded and {lajn men; Inſtead of mirth,

dead; there the

tels on every fide.

and that God humblech whom he liſterh, ani 
222in whom he liſt he ſetteth aloft. ; Bue per- 
{wade your ſelves of this, that as long as ye re- 
fuſe co be ſubje& unto.the Romans, fo long you 
Rir, againſt your ſelves, Gads wrath and high 
diſpleaſure : and beſides that , -you do. deter 
the longer ,. and prolong your redemption and 
deliverance, not only to your ſelves, but alſo to 
your poſterit1e, 

Now therefore my brethren, I thought it 
my part to declare all theſe things to you, and 
it it in your power to. chooſe whether you 
1;R : for who ſo will, let him give ear unto 
'mez and who not, let him abſtain from my 
counſel. 

The people bearing theſe words and ſayings 
of Foſeph the Prieſt, wept worlerfully, for they 
could have been content to haye followed his 
counſel. At this. time, Ti; gave command» 
ment to all che. Romans , to ſend again the Jews 
that were priſoners, and the {laves into the Cj- 
tie: By what means he ſhifted from himſelf che 
"blood of the Fexs, and 1a1d it upon the necks 
of their Maſters ; for 7 took pitie of them 

through Foſephs Oration , and his good coun- 

ſell. The common people of the Fews defired 
nothing more, chan to have come forth, and to 
fall ro an agreement, to make peace with ms 

ar 


ay» 7h Warrof #8 Jews. 
but Sobjimeony Elrazar and Febochanan , Cap. 
rains over the Seditious, ſer'ftrong watch ant 
wardat every gate', charging rhem to kill aj] 
tharthould go forth : Thus were many killed 
which would have fled forth to 73: , and the 
City of Jeruſalem was cloſed up, and no man 
could get out nor in. In the mean ſeaſon fell x 
grear dearth & famine in Feryſalems, inſoruch 
that the Seditious ſearched every mans honſe 
and celfar for food: * 12510 

And'becanſe a certzin houſholder withſtood 
them', they killed him. Thus they dealt with 
all them that dwelled at Feryſalem , till the vi- 
Atais'in the Town was all ſpent, that men de-' 
gan to ſeek dung and even mans excrements 
to: cat , by which means much of the people 
died for - hunger. © Whoſoever at” that ime. 
could ger any herbs or roots , mice, fſerpents, 
or other creeping worms ( whatſoever they 
were) to eat,ghe was counted happy, becauſe 
he had found Mar to ſuftain and fave his lik 
withall, in rhathard famine, and tercible hin- 


ver; © Morevver , whoſoever had any cotn it | 


 ftotetharno man knewof, he was afraid toſerd | 
1t tothe Mill, or bake it, becauſe of the wicks 
edneſs of the 'Seditious , leſt they ſhould rak$ 
away from them thei ſuſtenance 3 wherefort 
many'did cat the drie corn unground jn theft 
cellars privilie, wt 
At" rhattime alſo were many exceeding rict 
men'1n Feruſalem , which ſtole meat one-from 
another; ſo that the Oo ILImE 
\th 
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the ſon, and the. ſon from the father'; the mQo- 
ther ſnatcht- from. her children, the children 
likewiſe from their mother ;- and ſuch as fled 
out of the gates or otherwiſe , jet themſelves, 
down over the walls in the night ſeaſon.,,, who 
being ſuſpeRed to be the Seditious perſons, the 
Roman killed them without: This evil therefore 
and diſtreſs increaſed ſo: long , thar the people 
had devoured all that ever crept on the earthy 
from the mouſe to the ſpider, from the newt to 
the weeſelz whereby a moſt grievous peſtilence 
followed, that inaumerable of the people of the 
wa died, and there was no man.to bury 

m. 

When they chanced to finde any dead horſe, 
or other- beaſt in the Town, a. man ſhould ſee 
nany- 1/raelites ſtrive and fight for it; 4n all, 
pants like to famiſhed Ravens lighting upon 
dead carkaſs, ſo that in ſuch contentions. very. 
many were flain., Therefore whendivers men 
with their wives and children,gat out of the Ci- 
ty togather hearbs to eat, and chanced among 
the Romans, , the Romans laid hold of the little 


| children , and killed them ; ſaying , We will 
| Uſpatch theſe , Ieſt when they grow once/to 


mans ſtate, they make war upon ug as their fa- 
hers do at. chis day. So many. as. came out of _ 
the gates of the City now and then, the Romans 
Killed and banged them upon gallowſes, .over 
2ainſtthe gates of Jeruſalexs, to the number 
of five hnndred 2. After the ſame manner Schi- 
meon , Fehochanan z and Elrazsr dealt with 


thole 
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choſe Romans , whom they could by any train” 
catch and hanged them .np upon the Wally: 


Waooſoever alſo they could perceive would flee 
unto the Romaps, they hanged them likewiſe 
over the walls to the number of 500. But Tit 
vaye commandment to all his ſouldiers, that no 
man » upon pain of death, ſhould kill anyof 
them that fled out of /Feryſalem. For be took 
pity of the Iſraelites, and ceaſed' not to ſpeak 
friendly 5 and lovingly to the Jeroſolemites ; {9 
that he went yet once again to the Walls, and 
ſpak® unto the Fews in this ſort, | 

Hear I beſeech you the counſel of Foſeph, and 
come unto me that you may live, and not pe- 
rith utcerly. Spare your people : why will you 
oppreſs them vexed with hunger, thirſt, pefti- 
lence;and beſieging? But the Seditious hearins 
Tit ſpeak, vvere vvonderfully incenſed; and 
intended to add miſthief upon miſchief, hand- 
ling yet more cruelly the people of God. Mort- 
over, they raile! at Tims to provoke him toan- 


ger, that he wy leave off ſpeaking to the J 


people, which bad now almoft loſt their obeti> 
ence and fear of the Seditious; | 
Wherefore the Seditious ſpake utito the &i- 
mans , it is beter for us to dye with hunger, 
and to be killed in this afliion, ſg to come to 
the bliſs , and light we hope for, than to lie 
and ſee the moſt holy Tetnple of God defiled 
and deſtroyed, When Tizw ſaw this, he com- 
manded an iron-Ram to be et to the wallto' 
batter it > that he might deliver thoſe podk

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| gretches out of Schimeon, Eleazar, and Ie 


hichanans hands, who held them in as Caps 
tives, | | 

At the ſame time as they ereced that Engine 
td the wall, it hapned there was in the Camp 2 
certain young man whoſe name was Memaganin 
ſon of Antiochns of Macedonia, one of the Kings 
of the Grechans, who came at Yefpapans com- 
mandment to aid Titus. The ſame young man 
was yery ſwift, a good runner, and a [007% ſoul- 
det;hut he lacked diſcretion. He came to Titus 


| aad ſaid, I cannot but marvel at thy ſouldiers 


tat vanquiſh all Nations, and dare not ſet up- 
on the /ews to kill them, 

Titus hearing the young King ſay ſo, ſmiled 
ad faid; How chances it, that being of this 
pdement, thou armeſt not tliy ſelf; and makeſt 
ſhee ready to do like as thou ſayeſt? Why 
fraweſt thou not out thy ſword to declare thy 


4 nankood upon them ? 


Waerefore the young King incouragedhim3 


 elf,and called together all his Afacedonian ſoul- 


diers, then approached to the /exs, and began 
tkirmith with chem, ſhooting with their bows 
and arrows apace, But at length the Iews hand» 
ld them ſo; that not one of the Macedonians 
efcaped,ſave only the young King, which by his 
200d foot-manſhip and ſwift running, gat a= 

Way,and returned to T its. | 
This Memagevin was of tlie kindred of A 
txander the great, King, of Macedonia, which 
nd the Dominion of the whole world, and 
V whom 
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whom all Nations and people ſtood in aw | 


of, Joſephus the. Prieſt demanded of him 
whoſe ſon he was ? He anſivered, I came &f 
the ſeed of eAlexander, Tam the tenth from 
him. Joſeph ſaid, It may well be as thou haſt 
ſaid, that thou art of the ſucceſſion of Alexan. 
der, for the valiantneſs of thy heart that thoy 
haſt ſhewed declareth no leſs. Howbeit' thou 
ſhalt underſtand that the Romans have done 
wiſely to abſtain from the aflault at this time, 
becauſe they knew they ſhould have to do with 
a moſt valiant Nation,which thou having ſo wel 
tryed, mayeſt report and teſtifie when thou art 
asked the queſtion. 

After this, Tits divided his whole Army, 
and layed them privily in-ambuſhes round a- 
bout the walls» He prepared moreover Rams 
of Iron to batter the walls, Of theſe four, one 
he planted upon the fide of the place called An 
rochiaz the Engine was thirty cubits long; 
Tae ſame night Captain /ehcchanan with bis 
company. lued forth, and undermined the 
ground under the wheels of: the wagons that 
dare the Rams, putting pitched boards, oiled, 
and done over with brimftone, 1n the crenches 
under th? wheels ; and under the boards, th?) 
ſpread leacher, which likewiſe was ſmeared 
and -.done oyer with pitch, oil, and brim- 
ſtone. | 
'- Then they ſet fire upon the boards, wit 
Iarnt till they came to the feet of the Rams: 


and they beipg ſet on fice and burnt, the En-

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| pi fell upon the Watch that was appointed to 


ep it being aſleep, and killed them. :Waere.. 
atthe R»mans were much diſmayed, and ſaid, 
It is not poſſible we ſhould affault' this City 
hereafter : for they haye burnt all our Engins 
of war, wherewith we have ſubdued all other 
Kingdoms: ſo that now of fifty iron Rams which 
we brought with us; we have but fix lefr, and 
the Seditious /ews have burnt three of - them, 
what (hall we now do? How ſhall we batter the 
walls hereafter > The 7e;z: upon the walls hea- 
ring cheir words flouted them , and langht them 
toſcorn, Wherefore Titzs incenſe& with ans 
?er, commanded the.other three Ramy to be 
addreſs'd in the place of thoſewhich were burnt 
In the mean ſeaſon, while the Rowans. were at 
work, four young nteh moved wit? great zeal, 
whoſe names were, firſt Thopatins Galilens, then 


' Maparas Chebroniea, the third Jormwinas Schume 


roniza, che fourth ' Arins Jeroſolymita. Theſe all 
armed, ifſyed out of the Camp ofthe Romans z 
that then Rood anout their three: Engins and 
iron Rams, devifing how to batter the walls of 
the Cityz of whom, ſome theſe young men k1ls 
led;the other fled, Thentwo of them Rood at 


defence to keep off all them that approached 


nizh che Engins, while the other two,{ernſo/ymie 
tanss and Scbomronita dauded the timber, with 2 
certain matter which theyhad prepared to Make 
it take fire, and ſtraiohtway ſet fire upon ttiems 
ſo that ſaddenly the Rams were on a light fire, 
Then they all four jayning together -wathftood 
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the Romans, that they ſhould not come at the 
Engins to quench the fire, ' Shortly the Ram 
fell down,and the Xomans Hood aloof, hurling 
ſtones and ſhooting thick at them : for they 
were afraid to'come nigh them, becauſe of their 
oreat fierceneſs,alchough they were three thou. 
{and'men'that kept the.Rams, Yet theſe four 
ſet nothing by them, nor yet never went off 
the'ground, till the Rams were clean burnt up, 
ſhot the Romans never ſo thick at them,. Thu 
hearing the vahiantneſs of theſe young men, 
and the hatms they had done unto the Kowany, 
made ſpeed with his whole Hoſt to ſave the 
 Ramsfrom the fire, and to- apprehend thoſe 
young men. 'Then forthwith iſſued ont Schime. 
on, lebochanan, and Eleazar, Captains of the 
Seditious, with their ſouldiers, founding their 
Trumpets, and made the Romans retire, that 
they conld not come nigh the fire, and ſo ref- 


cued the four young men from the Romans that | 


had environed them round ahout, 

In that skirmiſh were kitled ten thoufand 
and five hundred men,” Then - gathered toge» 
ther all the whole Army of the Remans to al- 
ſaulrthe Jews at once, approaching hard to 


the walls of-Feraſalzzs, where they cryed unto i 


the 7ews,ſaying;What,are you Oxen or Goats, 
that you fight on this faſhion upon the Walls? 
W-11 you be taken in the' midſt of the City,like 
as Oxenand Goats are taken in their folds? I 


ye be men, come forth and let us try our mat- 


hood here in this Plain. But you by ſtealth and 
; 4 at 
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1t.0nawares ſet npon.them that keep our Er. 

ins} ſnatching them up like as it were wolves 
ſhould ſnatch ſheep, then run away into the 
townas the wolves run into the Wood. If there 
be any manhood in you, behold we are ready 
here, come forth to us, ſo many for ſo many, 
and then we ſhall ſee what end wil come there- 
of, When'the Captains of the Seditious heard 
that, they ſpake unto the warriours that were in 
Jeruſalem; Which of you will go out with us. to 
theſe dogs,to ſhew our force and ſtomach, for 
the SanQuary and City of the Lord ? Then five 


hundred tall fellows of their own accord;ifſued- 


out upon the Romans ſuddenly, and flew eight 
thouſand men, and compelled the reſt-to re- 
treat from the walls. The Romans then felt 
what yaliantneſs the Fezs had 3 for the Romans 
were innumber forty thouſand fighting men , 
and the Jews were only-five hundred, whereof 
not one of them wag killed at that skirmiſh. 

. The Romans afar off ſhot at the Fews, and 
turled Rtones;to whom'the Fexs ſaid 3 Come hi- 
ther ro us, are you nat they that called us forth, 


and provoked us to come to you ? may come 


Je not now nearer ? you go about to drive us 


' wway-with arrows and ſtones. What do you 


think us to be dogs, and that we. are afraid of 
your ſtones? Are we not men, yea, we are your 
Maſters and betters, for you run away from 
us as.ſervants flee from theirMaſters,when they 
follow them to beat them. Tits ſeeing his ar- 
my to be part of them fled, and part to be ſlain, 


V 3 he 
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he cryed't9 his people, ſzying > Is it not 4 ſhame 
for you, 98 Romans, and 4 . wonderful preat- difho- 
nowry _ from the Jews, ſo hunger beaten, fas 
miſhed, dlne$d dtad for thirft, and beſieged? A- 
[g- how fhall ye pat away this your rebuke, and ig- 
neminy > When as all Nations, which heretofore 
gr have miſt wvaliantly ſubdued, ſhall hear that ye 
flee from theſe dead Jews, whoſe whole Land ne 
have in pifſeſſion 5, fo that they have nothing left 
” Iutthu ouwly Town, which. we have all battered, 
that they have but one only wall to defend them- 
ſelves. " Beſides this, they are very fer, we are in- 
rinwp2 able , they have no Nation to aid them, we 
bavg help-of all Lands : Why then do ye flee from 
their ſight,” Tike as ſmall impotent - birds flee from 
the Eagle. \ What thongh the Jews won and hazard 
lomfilves defÞerately for their Temple and Land ; 
mby do you nor the ſame alſo in theſe wars, to get 
70u 4 renonn of valianineſs. 

- But vhe Jews prevailed that day, and had the 
upper hand ; wherefore they returned into the 
Fown with great glory, having pit the Romany 


'tofo great a foil. Titzs commanded his to-ad- 


duefs-and prepare the other twoRams chat were 
tefe, "tobatter the walls of [eraſalems withall : 
 Whereforethe Rowan Carperiterscaſta trench, 
to-preparCand ſet up the Rams in ſuch places as 
Titas bad afhgned them | 
/ TaeTep+were aware of it well enough, but 
- winked at thar matter as yet, untill they hag 
plantedthemater beams between the ſtanding 


| poſts. So-wheniche work was finiſhed, Even to- 
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the hanging up of the: Engins betwixt the Ran « 
ding potts to ſhake the wall wichall 3 the Xo- 
wans being ſecure and void of care, nothing 
miſtruſting chat the /ews would ſtir, : becauſe 
they had been quiet afew nights, and never iſ« 
ſued forth of the City : Upon a certain night, 
a precty While before day, the three principal 
Captains of the Sedirions, came and caſt their 
heads together, to deviſe what they ſhould do. 
Elegzar gave this counſel, and ſaid ; You two 
the laſt time iſſued outs and burnt three Rams, 
and got you renown, and I kept the gates the 
yhite ; novy keep ye the gates,and 1 vvill ifſue 
out vvith my men againlt the Rowins © get me 
4name alſo. | 

The other anſvvered,Go then on Gods name 
ito them, The Lord God of the SanQtuary 
which is in /eraſalem ſhall be preſent vvith thee 
but beyvare thou be notſlaip, and in any vviſe 
thou be not taken alive; to vvhom he-anfyver'd, 
The Lord God ſhall keep me;for upon the truſt 
ofthe righteouſneſs of my father Ananias the 
high Prieſt, and his fincere ſervice unto God, 
I vvill ſet upon them. 

Eleazar therefore choſe 100. valiant ſoul- 
diers,and yvith them he jfſued out of the Tovyn 
defore day : The fame night the Komans had 
made fires about their Engines vvhere they 
vvatched,. becauſe of the cold : The Arti- 
icers and ſouldiers that kept the vvatch and 
' ward about the Rowans,vvere in number a hun- 


dred and fifry. The day vvas the 37. of the 
V 4 month 
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menth of September, which was the ninth 
month that T;z#s had beſieged Jeryſalem. Elea- 
zar and his company thus being iflned our, 
came and found ſome of the Romans ſnorting 
about the fires, other watching in their wards, 
2nd killed them all, that not one remained, 
Then ſome of Elrazars Company ſet fire upon 
the Rams, burnt the ſtanding poſts, ropes, 
chains, and other inſtruments of war ; the Ar- 
tificers thatwere there,they apprehended alive 
and burnt them,(o that no man eſcaped. 

When it was day, Ti: obſerved the ſmoak 
of the fire, mounting up very foul, and Rtinking 
of the wood and men together 3 he drew to- 
wards the place therefore with his Hoſt, to ſee 
what the matter was : Eleazar in the mean ſea« 
ſon, and his company, took as they might ger, 
every mana piece of the Enging our of the fire, 
or ſome of their heads that they had killed, and 
returned with great joy, flouting the Romans, 
and lavghing them to ſcorn by the wayztil they 
came to the gates of Feraſalem, where they were 
received of Schimeon, and Febochanan with great 
honaur. | 

| Soon after this, came many ſouldiers and 
reat bands of men out of all Nations, that 
were ſ{ubje& to the Empire of the Romans, to 
aid Tiruzto whom Tizws declared what had hap- 
ned him ini that fiege, the; toutneſs of the Fes, 
and how they had annoyed many ways the Ro- 
#wan army, adding moreover and. 'asking 
them;. Nid yau cver ſes four men withſtand 
| $-'Y te 
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ten thouſand, and five hundred, ſo that they 
being all together, couſd neither overthrow 
them, nor take chem priſoners? but the four 
flew them, like as it had been tops of Coucum-. 
hers ſmitten off with moſt ſharp ſivords? 
* When they h2ard this, they wondred all very 
much. Then Tj:«s ſpake unto his hoſt, and- to 
them which were newly repaired unto him, -to 
ſhew their advice and beſt counſel what was to 
be done, leſt we ſhould be aſhamed (ſaith he.) 
before all them that ſhall hereafter hear of our 
Wars, | 

The graveſt and moſt ancient of the Nations 
that were newly come to his aid, anſwered; If 
it pleaſe your Majeſty, let the Romans, breath 
3 while and take their reſt, which are now 
wearied with the ſundry batrels of the Jexs : 
and we, who are not ſo broken with labour , 
but freth and luſty, ſhall try what the Fews can 
do z we cannot think that they are able to with- 
ſtand ſo great a multitude, & 

But the Princes of the Romans defired Titus 
that he ſhould not permit them this, leſt he 
ſhould increaſe their own ſorrows, if perad-* 
yenture they ſhould be diſcomfhted (ſay they) 
of the Fews, and the matter redound unto their 
own ſhame, For if we which are acquainted 
with them, and know their manner of fight , 
cannot ſuſtain their violence, How ſhall they

Then'.Febochanan and Eltazar iflned with 
nethouſand five hundred good? men of War, 
the ninth day of the month Tebecb, which was 
tie-tenth month that Titus had befieged Feru- 
ſdew, and overthrew of the Gemriles of that hoſt _, 
fifty ſeven thouſand and five hundred men, de- 
ides three thouſand whom they took priſon- 
ers: but of the Jews were no:moreflain in that 
fghrthan only ſever, whoſe bodies with much 
rejoycing and great truumph they carried. with 
them into the Town, & buried them there, leſt . 
peradyentrnre the uncircumciſed ſhould have 
mſordered them. The Gentil:s that were left, 
nith great ſhame and difh9onour returned umnto

They were faithful 
Citizens,and of great authority 5 whom when 
toſepb heard of, be ſo prevailed, that Titmws ſpa- 
them,and received them to mercy.

- After that the Rowans made up another Iron! 
Ram, very terrible; this they bended againſt the 
walls, to ſee if there were any ſouldiers left in 
the Town , ſo ſtour as they were in times paſt: 
When the Captains of the Seditious ſaw thats 
they iffaed our with their compamies againſt the 
Knwans » and flew very many of them in that 
Skirmiſh. Wherefore 7 ;tus ſaid, Itis not wiſ- 
dam to fight-wich them any more , but rather

with their Ram, which was in the Plain by the 
Tomb, of Jochazan the high Prieſt , for there 
Fas none other place befides , that they mig 
approach unto with tneir Rams 3 and there the 
Rams had made two' breaches in the two other 

. The Seditions made this Countermure ,' be-, 

Caule they were not able to burn t1e Iron Ram, 
; + aS 
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as they had done before, being now almoſt fa- 
miſhedzand ſo pin'd away,that they could ſcarce 
{tand upon their Legs. For if they had been fo 
Juſty as they were beforezand able to ſet the En: 
eines On fire,the Romans had never been able to 
win the Town , but ſhould have been compel. 
led to1eave the aſſault, as they were conſtrained 
to. give over skirmiſbing and fighting. On a 
certain time when the Romans fled, the Sediti- 
ous,purſuing and killingmany of them, ſaid, The 
Romans will be weary, leave off their fhege, and 
eo their wayess that we may dwell at liberty, 
and turn to the Lord our God. * And waen 
they returned at this time ( or at any other 
time ) proſperoufly into the Town , they op» 


prefſed the peopie more cruelly, exaQting food 


of them,and ſaying,Giye us meat,if ye will no', 
we will eat your fleſh; and your ſons, But the 


Romans took courage to themſelves to fight | 


Routly,and ſaid one to another ; Let us ſickto 
| ithard,andbe valiant in our fights : it ſhall be-a 
ſhame for us to flee from theſe feeble and hun- 
ger-(tarved Fews,which are more like dead Im- 
ages, than hving perſons, Therefore they began 
moſt earneſtly to ſet upon the wals,and ro make 
a battery ; ſuddenly ; they beat down a great 
part of that inner wal which the Jews badnewly 
erefted,and gave a great ſhout, ſaying, Jeraſalew 
15 won, we have gotten the Town, Bat when 
- they looked alittle further , they eſpied ano- 
ther countermure raiſed over againſt the breach: 


Wherefore the Jews thorow the Town os

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uſo 2 great (hour,and (ſounded their Trumpets, 
rejoycang. that they bad another new Counter- 
nure for that - which was battered down. The

themſelyes. T3tm alſo beard the ſhout : ” 
wnen 
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when he had enquired the matcer, he choſe our 
certain valianc men, and drew towards the 
breaches with them. In the mean ſeaſon, the 
day wa$broken, and tie /eps rifing from their 
lleep, eſpied Ti:#s upon the walls, and marvel- 
led thereat greatly. The Romans therefore ga- 
thering roward Tits, came very thick into the 
Toxn,ſome by the breaches of the wall, and 0- 
ther ſome through the vaule, whereby the /exs 
vvere vvont now and then to make irruptionsz 
and to recover tnemiſelyes vvithin the Tawn 
again.

vyonderful vehement on both parties; the like 
vvas neyer ſeen in /eruſalem, nor heard of, in a» 
ny time; for every man clave hard to his next 
fellow, & no man could flee on any fide. Where- 
fore the battel waxt irong, wich clamours and 
ſhouts on both parcies : now the joyful ſhouts 
of the yanquiſhers , now the wailings on 
the other ide , of them that were put to” che 
worſe, The Rumgans encouraged and exhorced 
one another to fight, ſaying , This is the day 
which we have long looked tor.

Romans, which now had left off fighting, and 
"fled, the Jens purſuing them : in a rage he- ran 
againſt them , and met them at the wall which 
Herod: bujlded, called Antochia , arove them 
back , . and made them to take the entrance of 
the Temple again » where, preaſing into the 
forces of the /pws, be was wounded of a certain 
Ten. And when he perceived himſelf wounded,

men would not ſuffer him, fearing left he him-

- 'Theſe were the names of the [ews that made 
the skirmiſh : Of the Com wy of Captain le. 

bochanan, Elaſa , and Iphrach; . of Schimeons . 
Company,  Malchiah, and [aicob, a Prince of the 
Edomites ; and Ar{mon and lehada, of the Com= 
pany of Eleapar, the ſon of Angni. Theſe with 
their Companies made this {lavghcer of the 
Romans in the entrance of the Temple, and 
drove them back to Anroehia, where trey kgpt - 


, them up that they could not get our. Where- 


fore when Titus perceived that the eAntochia 
was in the Rowans way, and hindred them , he 
cauſed it to be razed and pulled down to the 
ground 5 Theſe things were done . upon the 

frh day of Yay, the third moneth, upon the 


| even of the ſolemn Feſtival day of weeks, which 


otherwiſe is called Pentecoſt, and that was the 
14th moneth from the beginning of Tizw's fiege 
224inſt this City. 

+ Shortly after,upon the third day of the Feaſt 
of weeks, the Jews as many as were at Feruſa- 
lem, kept holy dayes, and celebrated the Feaſt, 
Tit taking with him Foſeph the ſon of Goriong 


went into the houſe of the ol ts where 


the Seditious and ſouldiers of the Jews were 
eathered together; and called unto Fehocha- 
nan, andthe reſt of the Captains of the Sediti= 
ous, to whom he ſpake by the means of Foſeph, 
being his Interpreter, in this wiſe,

ſeditiow Jehochanan? ) hy haſt thou brought

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wpon it this great evil and miſchief ? If ſo be thou 
raft ſo wuch to thy ſtrength , (ome forth to wu 
with thy men into the fields, and ne ſhall fight with 
thee thy fill. F; not this your ſolemn Feſtival day?

Much more beſides this ſpake Titus , partly 
blaming cheir ſtubbornneſs, in that they had 
defiled their Temple, and yet ceaſed not to 
pollate ir more and more; partly yyith fair 
© words and gentleneſs, exhorting thern to yield, 
admonnhing them not to refift ſo mighty an 
Army , when as they cou{d not do it yvithout 
dangerof utter deftru&tion, or OI OY 

Taeſe and many other things [Joſeph expre(- 
Ted.in Hebrew to the-people, as Tirm willed 
him, but the 7-ws anſivered never a word; 
for lehochanan had given charge , *that no man 


ſhould ſpeak. 
| Then 
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Then Captain Jehochanan anſwered Titus 
himſelf, ſaying, We can offer no kind of facri- 


'fice more acceptable to:God, than to devote, 


hazard, and abandon "our own 'bodies and 
blood ; fot his Names ſake : Wherefore we 
will die free-men in this our Town, and will 
never come 1 bondage to ſerve you, - - 

Titus (made him anſwer by Foſeph, ſaying, 
©This your City, 'I grant, is a holy City, and 
* your Temple 1s moſtholy,which no man doth 
© deny: but ye haye grievoully finned, in that 
ye have polluted the Temple of. the Lord 


©your-God,” by ſhedding in it innocent blood 


© of Saints;/and the Priefts of God, with other

ſpare the Jews» burſt out aloud and wept. in 
the preſence of the Captains, and of the Sedi- 
mow very bitterly : but they noching regard- 
ed if, : X | 
Foſeph therefore ſeeing that Titus , could 
do nothing with the Seditious , ſaid: unco 
their Princes, I marvel nothing chat this 
City tends to deſtruQion, and deſolation,' for 
I know 
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I know the end of it is at hand, But this as-4t 
that I marvel moft , that ye have read in the 
Book of Danie/ and underſtand; it not, which 
isnow fulfilled in all points , and yer never a 
one of you doth mark it : The continual ſacrifice 
is already ceaſed a good while ago , the annointed 
Prieſt is cut away and«pur dewn. Theſe things 
though they be moſt manifeſt , yet your hearts 
cannot believe them, 

And many other words ſpake Foſeph, full of 
admonition and conſolation , but the Jews re- 
fuſed to hear him : When he had made an erd 
therefore, and the Seditious had ſo hardened 
their necks, Titys turned him, and departed 
ont of Jeraſalem, ſaying, Let us go hence, leſt 
their fins deſtroy us. Wherefore he pitched his 
Tents without the Citie, in the ſame place 
where he encamped at firſt, For he was afraid 
both for himſelf and his Armiegleſt they ſhould 
de circumventedand cloſed in, and ſlain cruel- 
ly in ſo great a City as that was. : 

Certain of the Prieſts of that time , and of 
the Nobles of the Town, with. other godly 
men , did wiſely provide for themſelves, and 
came forth co 7izas, ſubmitting themſelves to 
hismercie,ind were received of him peaceadly 
with great. honour z vvhom Titus commanded 
to be conducted into the land of ' Goſhen; where 
in times \paſt the /raeclites dwelt in the days 
of Jacob their Father, and Zoſeph Lord of E- 

bs 
- Thither ſent he them, and gaye it them in 
| polle(- 


poſſeſſion, to them and to their: heirs for ever, 


after 3; commanding 2 company of the Chaldees 
ſafely to conduR them , till they came to the 


land of Goſhen. 


Tir directed his Letter alſo to the Roman Pre. 
fidegt which was ſet over Epypr, to take pity of ' 
the Fews that he had placed inthe land of Gy. 
ſhen,ro ſuſtain and ſuccour them, and to ſee that 


no Reman nor other ſhould do them harm , ag 
annoy them by any manner of means: Many 0- 
ther alſo of the Fes covered to go forth of Je: 


ruſaleni > but they were diſappointed by the Se. 


ditions, that they could not do as they .inten- 


ded. And who can tell whether they were en. 


tangled with their. own fins , and deſtined to 

eftru&ion with their ſeditious brethren,. when 
as their hands alſo were polluted with.the crus 
Elty and iniquity of the Seditious ?. Wherefore 
the Seditious cloſed up all the walls about the 


Temple,' that none of the' Fe#;s which were ih - 


Feruſelem might get out to Titws, Ts 

When Tir knew that many of the Few: were 
defirous to flee unto himzand could.not becauſe 
of the Seditious, he went again to the. place 
where he was before,8& Foepb with him:Whom 
when the people ſaw tobethere with-T itus, they 
fell a weeping, and ſaid unto him, We acknow- 
ledge our fins, 'and the tranſgreſſion of our fa- 
thers, we haye ſwerved out of the way, againſt 
' the Eord our God ;/ for we ſee now the mercy 
and gentleneſs of Titus, the ſon of Ceſar, 


ahd that he: taketh pity upon us z' but! what, 
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can we do, when it is not in our power toflee' 
unto him, becauſe of the crnelty of the Sediti- 
ous > The Sedicious hearing them talking with 
Joſeph, m the preſence of 7itz;, and thar they 
ſpake reyerencly.of him, and honoured his fa- 
<a calliggg him Lord, they rati upon them 
with their drawn ſwords to kill them $ Then 
cryed they unto Tizxs, Dear Lord and Maſter, 
reſcue us : The Romans therefore, - made ſpeed 
to deliver them our of the hands of the Sedi- 
tious 3 So roſe there a fray in the midſt of the 
Temple,between the Rumans,and the [ews; The 
Romans fled into the place called Santtum San- 
foram,which was the-holieſt of all, and the Jeps 
followed after, and ſtew thEm even there. 

Titus ſtanding without, cryed unto Tchochs- 
wn, and ſaid. unto him : Hearef# thou, Jehos 
chanan, 1s not thy wickedneſs yet preat enough 3 
Wilt thou never make an end of miſchief > Where 
1 « the honour of thy God ? 1s it not nritten in the 
Law of thy God, of the Sanitara SanRorum, thar 
no Stranger ought to come. 0t it, but only the bigh 
Prieſt, and that but once a year, becauſe it u the 
bolieft of all? And now 5 how dareſt thin be ſo 
bold to: kill thoſe thas are eſcaped wits it? And 
bow dare you ſhed thi blaud of the- uncirtumciſed 
thertin ," whom ye abhor," and yet miixe their bloud 
with yours? The Lord your GOD « my nitnef , 
that I would not have this Houſe deſtroyed; but 
Jour own wicked works , and your onn hands do pull 
je down. And would God you would receive your 
peace, which if it mere once' done, we would _ 
el fs 314 
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'this Honſe of the Sanftuary and Temple of the 
Lord: yea, me would depart away from you. But 
your bearts are bardned like Iron, and your neths 
and forcheads , are become obſtinate 4s Braſz, to 
Jour en undoing. For ye ſball carry your own 
(ns, aud die in the Land of the Romans; I and 


my fathers houſe are innocent and guiltleſs of your” 


death ; as the Lord and bus Temple, in whoſe preſence 
we ftand,ſball bear as witneſs thu day. 

Bat when he ſaw that none of the Sedittoug 
ave any regard to his words, he choſe out of 
the Komans, thirty thouſand valiant fighting 
men, and gave them commandment to take 
and occupy the eritry of the Temple, which is 
a holy Court, and d&ermined to go with them 
himſelf ; but bis Nobles would nor ſuffer him , 
but willed him 'to remain upon a high place, 
where he might behold his ſouldiers fight : and 
when they ſee thee afar off their hearts ſhall be 
comforted, ,and they ſhall fight according as 
thou wilt wiſh them ; bat come not-at the en- 
try of the Temple thy ſelf, leſt thou be deſtroy- 
ed amongſt other. 


Tits followed the counfel of his Captains, \ Þ 


and went not out at that tyme with his men to 
the battel.. He made chief Captains of that hoſt 
.of thirty thouſand, one Karil«s and Roſtiis, two 
great Commanders, who had order to ſet upon 
the Jes that night, when they fhouſd be 4- 

ſleep with wearjneſs. 
The Romans therefore doing after his com- 
mandment ſet upon the Tens , dut the Jaw! 
: having 
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having intelligence of the matter, kept dili- 
| gent watch, and withftood the Romens all the 
night, Bur the Romans were not haſty to. fight 
in the dark, fearing leſt it might tucn co their 
own harm. 'As ſoon therefore as it was day, 

, the ' Fews divided themſe{ves, and beflowed 
their Companies at the gates of the entrance, 
and fought like men, 
| Karilms and Riſtita beſet the Temple round 
about, that not one of the Fes might eſcape 
out, and ſo tne battel enereaſed between them 
for the ſpace of ſeyen days ; ſometimes the 
Romans getting the upper-hand of the "Fews, 
driving chem within pla entrance 3; ſomerimes 
the Fez»; encouraging themſelves, made the Ko» __ 
wans retire, and Purkaed them to the walls of 
the Antochia : ih this manner fought they thefe 
leyendays. 

Afterward the Rorwans turned back from the 
Jews, and would not fight hand to' hand with 
them any more. Then Tit commanded the 
walls of the Antocbia to be pulled down fur- . 
ther, that chere might be place for all his hoſt 
"to enter. 

The famine in the mean ſeaſon rew more 
grievous,fa that no food was left. For the ex: 
began now -to ifſue out, and ſteal Horſes, Aﬀſes, 

other beaſts, whatſoever they conld catch, 
even out of the Rewapys Camp, that chey might 
drefs thena ſome meat; and ſuſtain their lives 3 8 
which they doing oftentimes, at lengta the 
Kwan; perceived it, and were wonderfully 
L 2 - 
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diſpleaſed at the matter,' wherefore they ſet 
Watch and Ward round about the Camp, left 


by the deceir of the es, they ſhould be ſpoil. 


ed of their cattel. So after that, the Fews could 
Real no more thence. IC TW 
Afterward pp ney armed them- 
ſelyes,and iflned out at the Eaſt Gate,and brake 
the Wall that Titzs had raiſed for his own fafe- 
ty,left the Fexs (ſhould iffue ont upon a ſudden, 


and come upon him atunawares, A. ſort of tall 


fellowstherefore of the youth of the Jexs, iflu- 


_edoutatthe breaches of the wall, and got up 
quickly to the Mount Oliver, where they found 
Horſes, Mules,Afes,and much other cattelzand 
ſlaying their Keepers, they drove them before 
- them with great ſhouts into the Town. The 
Romani perceiving it, purſued them, Where: 

forethe young men divided themſelves into 
two Bands : the one todrive the booty , and 

the other to refft the Romans, So there wasa 

ſore fight between them 5 but the Jews got the 
upper-hand, - and went their ways clear with 

the prey toward /eryſalem. | 

For the Jews came forth, conſtrained by the 
neceſſity of hunger,and fought for-their living * 

the Romans had no cauſe to fight, ſave only. tor 

ſhame, -to ſee their cattel driven away before 

their eyes ; for otherwiſe they pur not their 

Jives ip jeopardy to fighe unto death, as -the 
Jens did, yet there was many of the Romans {lain

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In vain; got into'the Town with their ſpoil and 
prey,and ſtraightway tuirned-ppon the' Rowans, 
and drove them back, purſnnog them again till 
they came almoſt to Tirus's Camp, which when 
the other KRowans 'faw, they iſſued forth to the 


reſcue of their . fellows, ; and purſued thoſe 


young men, either to kill them, or take them, 
aldejt they eſcaped to the Town, without any 
harm, ſave thar they took a Boys and ;broughe 
him unto Tits.

- He ſeeing his bro- 
ther taken priſoner, cometh forth of the Tomb 
of -Tochanani the High Prieſt over, againſt. the 
Romans and cryed unto Titxs, and toallthe Ar- 
my; ſaying, It there be ever a man; among you, 
let him come forth unto me, hene. wall I' abide 
bim, and fieht with- him upon' this. ground : 
and ye ſhall know this day, whether the Romans 
or the-lews be the better men. —--, - 

The Romans deſpiſed him, yet durſt they not 
meddle with him, but ſaid, If we kill him, we

Solomon had builded, of a great cphr "whoſe 


walls alſo the Kings of ths ſecond emple .had 
raiſed on height, and had decked it with Tim-

Schimeon and Jebochanan anſwered ; #: have 
ſworn by the Lord our God, whos God of Heaven 
and Earth that we will never bear thy. yoak; nor 
ſerve thee, or make any peace tobe ſubjeR- to thee ; 
therefore if it be thy pleaſure to ſhem s' mercy, we 
will take onr journey into the wilderneſs: in gran- 
ting this, we will report to have found favour 5; if 
fioty we will remain in this place to ſee what manngr 
of death we ſhall die. 

Titus hearing this, was much mcenſed /and 
ſaid,remains the pride of your hearts, and the bard- 
ntls of your neck, ſtill with you, though ye be Cap- 
tives? dare ye yet be ſo bold as to ſay, ye bave ſwore 
mot $6 endure onr yoah 1 7 

Then Tit gaye commandment to' the &g- 
mans not to omit any opportunity to ſet upon 
the Seditious, and by one means or othery to 
deſtroy Schimeon and Fehochanan. There wasat 
that time, a'certain man of the Royal Blouda, 
whoſe name was Serach : he accompanied with 
all bis brethren and Sons tht were there with 

Aa 4 him 
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-him of the Kings bloud, "came down from- the 
'Monnt Sjoz to Titus, who received them hono- 

rably,and gently ordered them, | 
.- When i{thochanan ahd Schimeon underſtood 
that Serach' and the reſt -were gone ; and: hay 
ielded themſelves to Tir, they went and ſet 
firs apor} a} that was in the Kings Pallace, that 
*the-Komans ſhould have nor commodity thereby, 
+. From'therice they-went to the Temple, where 
«they found certain Commanders, and Captain, 
whom. 7#: had put .in authority adout* the 
Temple, of whom three were chie;': one Cape 
tain of the horſemen; the; ſecond of the Chari- 
ors,and the third of the footmen,Him they kil 
led & took his companions alive. One of them 
beſought them that *had taken him, that he 
might'be brovghe to Schimeon their Captain : 
Let him (ſaith'he) do with me as he liſt,andin 
this 6nE thing let me find favour at your nands, 
They*agreed and brought-him to Sehimeon,who 
commanded h's ſervants,as ſoon as he wascome 
toflay hjm. But while he that' was appointed to 
this bufinefs made delay, and kilted him _ 
and by, he whipt down off the 'hill, eſcaped, 
and came to Titas : 'who *commanded him our 
of his fight, being. wroth with him, that-he had 
not fought untodeath rather than tobe taken 
alive, je 30 qt 0) ry 12Y 
"Bur with the Jews was he wonderfully dif- 
pleaſed, that rhey had - deſpightfully ordered 
bismen': wherefore he commanded to kill all 
the* eps, as many as conld be found; in the 
fireets of the City, whom! he-would have pared 
EY CSIC efore 
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before, and tauſed proclamation to be- made 
'rhroighontall his Camp for their ſafety. Then 
'died many of the /ew5,fo that: every place was 
full of dead bodies, The men of War of the E- 


-dorites which were with 'Schimeony' perceiving 
how the matter went,ſent-Embafladors to Titss 


16 deſire peace, and to ſave their lives :* which 
when'it came to Schimeons ear, he went unto 
them,and'flew the chief of them, and their No- 
blemen : the reſt of che people of the Edomites 
flgd unto Tits. From that time forth, Tits 
commanded his men to uſe no more cruelty to 
the Few. ' Soon after fled Fehochanan and Schi- 
meon,and hid themſelves in certain caves.” The 
Teſt of the chief men of the Jexs that were with 
them, ſeeing'them now to be fled, 'came-down 
from the*Mount to Tits, and fell down upon 
their faces before him upon the ground, whom 
Tix received gently; As for the Seditious 
that were' with Schimeon and Fehochanan, they 
fought c1ll they all died together, 
\ Then came forth unto Fits one Foſhaa 2 
Prieſt, ſon of Schafrai, the High Prieſt, bringing 
with himtwo Candleſticks of gold which were 
in the SanEtuary, and the Tables of-gold, with 
other” veſſels of filver and gold, and alſo*the 
holy veſtures decked with -gold and precious 
Rones ; all thoſe he gave to Titzt, who made 
him chief Prieſt over them that remajned, next 
unto 7+ſzph the Prieſt + for Titus gave Joſeph au- 
thorgy as well over the, Prieſts and Levites, as 
over the whole people of the Jews, Then was 
Gorion the Father of oſeph that writ this Hi- 
ory,

ep. Foſephs father livedafrer the City was ta 
Lhd moneths,and died. They took alſo 
onePhineas a Prieft,wao was keeper of the trea- 
ſare-houſe : he bewrayed and dete&ed to the 
Romans, all the Treaſures of the Prieſts, and 
their Veſtments; He gave alſo unto Titus a 


moſt precious oil, with ſweet odours, and per- 


fumes,and garments alſo of purple, which the 
Kings of the ſecond Temple had given, Where- 
fore both. this - Phineas, and loſbuas. whom we 
mentioned before, cranſgrefled the Covenant 
of the 'Lord, and offended God, in that they 
delivered his Jewels to the enemies of his peo- 


ple, which chey ought nor to have done, but 
rather to have died for. the glory of the Lord, 


as the other Prieſts did, which caſt themſelves 
ito the fice. 

Thus was the City of Teruſalem taken, with 
all the precious chings that were therein : And 
Titms Went up to Mount. Sjon, rook it, and

poo him ; bat he called unto them, and askt 
ſome Captain : Then one came forth "and 
faid unto Schimeon, Tell me who thou art, and I 
will not kill-thee;Schimeon anſwered therefore, 
and told him;I amt Schjimeon,that Seditious Cap- G 
tain of the Jens, which have made you fo much 
ado ; now I beſeech thee, ſhew me ſo much fa- 
te 2s to bring me to Tits thy Maſter,” which 
e did > Titas therefore when he ſaw Schimeon, 
he commanded him to be faſt bound, and tobe 
Jed abour the whole hoſt, that he might be de- 
rided and mockt : Afterward, he was put to a 
fore death 3 firſt his head was ſtricken off,then 
he was cut inmany pieces, and caſt unto dogg ;

'So Titws with Foſeph went to Rowe, leaving 


Bonian, Foſepbs brother at Jernſalemygwho was ap- 
inted-tv be the chief Prieſt of them that a- 
ode there ; for Joſeph did requeſt it of Titwy, 
which he performed, The Seditzous were all 
flainzin the battel which they cook in hand for 
the-peoples ſake,and the Temple of the Lord : 
thoſe alſo that Tir took priſaners,were put tg 
vile deaths ; for ke reſeryed many to be mock. 
ing»ſtocks in every City, where he paſſed by in 


the way to Rome ; and in every Town . he come . 


manded ſome of them to be brought forth, and 


caſt unto the Lions,rill they were all conſumed..

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TFT Here were certain people at that time., 


A dwelling among the Mountains of Ara- 


rar,that were called Alanites, whoſe power Alex-

- thas-was their mannet, That one of them with 
a'great pole burnt a {ittle at the end, would put.

Uncil this 
Karghey were always ſhut in > but now being 
oppreſied wit a great dearth and famine 


throngh- 
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throughont all-the Iand, they fenr Embaſſadovirs 
tothe people of Hurkan their neighbours, -re- 
quiring them that'they wouſd-open the ſtraights 
of the Mountains, that they-might come" forth 
with their wives :& children to ſeek them food: 
"The Harkans eranted their requeſts, and 0s 
pened them the entrances of the Mountains,S0 
ey came'\forth, 'wandring here 'and*there, 
ſporlingdivers "Countries, til] at! tehgrtf*hby 
took their journey roward the: /Mburitaitis 'of 
the Land'of' Madai, where- they found horſes, 
namely in the Deſart of 144i, amongſt the 
people of Ararat ; They gor thoſe horſes, leapt 
pon them,and entred the-land of Cade. The 
Prefident- or {Ruler of: the-+ Country* hearing 
thereof, fled into the higheſt hilts, 'leavine his 
wife and children behind him for haſte,' he was 
ſo afraid of the Alanites, knowing their valiants 
neſs. Straightway he ſenmt-unto them Embaſſe- 
dours tottake peace with them, and he would 
let themihave vituals upon this conditzion,that 
they would not ſpoil his Country : They made 
anſwer, If ſo be he would” maintain they, and 
{ let them have food for the ſpace of one monthz 
till:the corn'in ther own Country were” ripe, 
they would return home again/at the -moneths 
end; for we defire not (lay they) thy--gold or 
filver,being'men ſeparated/from all entercourſe 
in traffick wich other peopleznor any thins elſe 
than food do we ſeek. I | 

This their requeſt the Ruler granted them, 
and letthern have a certam Grain called MHI, 
lodden with one kind of fleſh or other: '\The 


num- 
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number of them was ſeven chouſand- one. hun< 
dred andfifty, andfive thouſand one hundred 
and. forty perſons. When the month was.ended, 
and the eAlanites underſtood the corn in their 
own Country was ripesthey departed Out of the 
land of Madai, according as they had. ſworn, 
and returned coward thei own Country. 

And as they were in their way /homeward, 
Afſithridates King of Ararat came againſt them 
to annoy.them,minding to drive hem from hig 
coafis;le theyſhould waſte hisCountry. Theres. 
fore- while they marched through-chis Country 
going toward their, own , Mityridates made 
War upop them;but his men were beaten down 
by-the: Alanites,) like as graſs, falls-upon the 
sround when 8 ſtrang-man treads upon. ut Then 
one of the young men of the 'Alapiress 40 dee 
ſpight,put a rope abgut Mithridates's neck, and 


drew him after him,unta his great ſhame. Mi. 


thridates gat out his ſword, and cut aſundex the 
rope and fled. To. whom the Alanites looking 
backs ſaid,Go.thy way, get thee home and make 
no.mofe war upon-us' hereafter ; for we-were 
not minded to waſte thy Landz-:nae yet to kill 
thy .people.. For if we had ever intended it, 
Conld we not have done it long agoy'. when 45 
nothing 4s betwixt-usand you, bur th® Moun- 
tains of Araras? Bat we were of this mind,that 
we {{hould greatly oftend to kill menof ,our 
own ſhape and likeneſs. See now how Alex» 
ander., which went about to ſubdue-the whole 
earthy and to. declare his power, cloſed ps. up 
within our land, Why > becauſe he was afraid, 

| | WE we 
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we ſhould come. aut upon him. But we laught 
kim to ſcorn when he did-it. If we had bfted, 
we could have. letted/him from ſhutting us in, 
and to make. no peace withhim : bur we made 
no reckoning of his doings. For it 1s onr cuſtom 
to keep us within our own Country, werſegk no 
other Land, - when as our.own Land is r 
than any other.

Behold, the King of 44adsi, when he had kept 
vs forth a month,we harmed him not,we are not 
wont to hurt men as ye are,that cannot be con- 
tent with your own ſtate, due muſt defire. other 
mens inheritance.
